Still Fiddling ! 


AST Tuesday, a series of questions were addressed to the 
‘Under-Secretary of the Home Office about the reign of 
anti-Jewish terrorism now proceeding in East London. 

They came from members representing that district, and 
illustrated the increasing disquiet with which this unchecked orgy 
of incitement is viewed. ‘There was evidence, said one member 
(Mr. J. H. HALL),. of “a deliberate attempt to create racial 
strife by raising the anti-Jewish question Ina manner calculated 
to provoke violence and bloodshed.” The same member 
asserted that the position in Stepney was becoming © very 
difficult and a menace.” Sir. Percy HARRIS declared that 
"these incitements to violence against Jews were going on all 
over the Kast Knd of London in the most offensive and provoca- 
tive way.” And Mr, LANSBURY added the warning that © this sort 
of thing was increasing in East London.” These are not the 
s'atements of undisciplined and unthinking panic-mongers. 
They emanate from responsible public men, and are a measure 
of the anxicty that is spreading as a result of the present state 
of things. To such an extent is it spreading, indeed, that the 
MAYOR OF STEPNEY ‘much exercised, as the result of complaints 
made to her of the occurrence of incidents within the Borough” 
thought it necessary to approach the local police with a view to 
the protection of the inhabitants.. The MAyor’s concern is 
shared by colleagues in other districts, but her intervention has 
ended in her being so pestered with sarcastic calls from Jew- 
baiters at all hours that her telephone has had to be cut off 
after midnight. 


In short, a deliberate attempt, rendered possible by funds 
whose source 1s undisclosed, is being made to drive a wedge 
between Jews and non-Jews. No slander is too infamous and 
no lie too reckless to fling at the Jewish people. In order that 
the voices of the outrage-mongers should reach the largest 
possible audience, loud-speakers are employed, after the Nazi 
‘method. Some of those on the platform, as well as some of those 
who listen to their abuse, are believed to be imported from out- 
side neighbourhoods. Many local residents resent the holding of 
‘these meetings—their noise and insults and the danger they 
present. After one meeting recently in Stoke Newington, a 
crowd estimated at 150, marched to the police station to protest, 
but, of course, were not received. Nor is it a question only of 
soap-box oratory. As Mr. HALL said in one of his questions, 
‘uniformed blackshirts parade the streets and pass insulting 
epithets to the Jews. Shop-keepers and stall-holders are 
‘compelled to stand by helpless while these ruffians cry “ don't 
‘buy from the Jews!” If they protest, they risk an outbreak of 
disturbance. If they complain to the police they may invite 
personal assault or some other form of retaliation by their 
molesters. 

Let it not be supposed that this kind of thing is confined 
to East London, or even to one group. Nothing of 
the kind! . It is disseminated through the post. Gummed labels 
are placed on the backs of letters. Scandalous publications are 
broadcast. And in the competitive scurrility that prevails one 
of these has even gone the length recently of arguing that, the 
declared objective of world Jewry being the establishment of 
world sovereignty for the Jews, and Jewry being utterly ruth- 
less in obtaining its objectives, “it follows, therefore, that the 
life of His Majesty Kina Epwarp VIII. is in danger. As at 
Serajevo, 1914; the agent provocateur can be used in assassina- 
tion to provoke a world war, simultaneously removing the 
greatest and most beloved Monarch of any age.” It might 


have been thought that anti-Jew mania would at least stop 
short of such crazy wickedness. But no; in the embittering of 


feeling against Jews no means is unthinkable and no language 
too dirty and vile! 

What, it may be asked, are the Government doing to put 
@n end to this gangsterism? Making bad blood between 
citizens is not only a Jewish but a national concern. We are 
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quite aware that Sir JOHN SIMON, as his Under-Secretary said 
on Tuesday, “takes a personal interest in these matters.” 
Nothing less could be expected from him! But despite his 
interest, the stench of the anti-Jewish propaganda still pollutes 
the atmosphere. The campaign of calumny goes merrily on. 
Kven the special steps which, we are told, are being taken by 
the Commissioner of Police to deal with any attempt to insult 
or molest the Jews are ineffective, for the miserable mischief- 
makers who spout their incitements not to buy of the Jews 
seem to go their way without interference, Gravest and most 
staggering of all, what are Jews themselves doing in their own 
protection? Letters pour into The Jewish Chronicle from 
bewildered readers asking this question. We will give them the 
The Community is still taraing its water-pistol on 
the fire.

Notes of the Week 


Last week, Dr. Weizmann, the Zionist leader, revealed a copy 
of the Treaty of Friendship between himself, as 
representing the Zionist Organisation, and the 
late E nir Feisal representing the Kingdom of the 
Hedjaz, which was signed in London, in January, 
1919. One of the Articles of that pact provided for the encourage- 
ment of Jewish immigration into Palestine and the settlement of 
immigrants on the land, subject to the protection of the Arab 
peasant and tenant farmers in their rights. This proof of Feisal's 
sympathy with Zionism has now sent Palestinian Arabs into hysteria, 
They are suggesting that Lawrence of Arabia mistranslated the 
Treaty for Feisal. Not only that, it is also alleged that the reserva- 
tion in Arabic which Feisal added to the Treaty, was in the 
English translation made by Lawrence for Dr. Weizmann, con- 
siderably watered down. These are serious charges to advance 
against the memory of a great Englishman, and all we need Say is 
(1) that they do nos reflect creditab'y on the Emir’s shrewdness, 
and (2) that if the Treaty was mistranslated it is not easy to under- 
stand why he entered such a strong reservation to it as he is now 
stated to have done. We need only add that Dr. Weizmann, in the 
article already referred to, explicitly mentioned that when the Emir 
came to Europe in 1919 he submitted to him the Zionist plans. 


Feisal approved of them, and in 1919 these conversations culminated 
in the Treaty of Friendship. 


THAT ARAB. 
JEWISH PACT 


THR International Publishers’ Congress, held last week in 
London, decided to accept a German invitation 
to meet next time in Leipzig. What spiritual 
sympathy with their daily labours the members 
expect to find in a country in which the free play 
of ideas is banned, and the business of publishing may be forbidden 
to non-Aryans—a country which staged a bonfire of Jewish books 
and banned the works of famous authors—we do not profess to 
know. Their action is as little understandable as that of the sports-

men who are presently to proceed to Germany for the Olympic 
Games, or that of the lawyers who some time ago solemnly discussed 
Law in that self-same country, where legal processes are prostituted 
to the purposes of Nazi ideology. The justification advanced was 
the familiar one that “the Congress afforded an opportunity of 
clearing up some of those misunderstandings which 60 frequently 
lay at the root of international troubles.” All we can say is that 
there is no evidence in the present distracted European conditions— 
said on authority to be “far worse than in 1914"—that this amiable 
object has been achieved, and these constant hobnobbings merely 
enable Nazi propagandists to claim the reconciliation of foreign 
opinion with the miserable Nazi system. 


Ir is only fair to mention that the decision of the publishers to 
meet in Germany did encounter opposition, and 
A QUESTION that, according to one report; the discussion that 
THEY MIGHT preceded it gave rise to “a minor storm.” ° But 
ASK. the Reich delegation, which is described as having 
been under orders from Goebbels, is reported to 
have shown considerable resentment, and threatened to leave the 
Congress. Andas it had been virtually decided in 1931—2 years, 
be it noted, before Hitler came to power-——-to meet next in Germany, 
it “was held that that resolution must hold: So to Leipzig they wil! 
go! Perhaps the foreign delegates will take the opportunity to find 
whether their German confréres have now discovered who wrote 
the “ Lorelei,’ and whether they have yet heard of the Jew named 
Ileine! 


Mucu, though not too much, has been written of the heroic 
fortitude of the Palestine Jews in the face of 
the sorest provocation. But little has been 
heard of what Lady Reading, in a timely letter 
to the press, calls their earnest desire to play an 
active, rather than passive rdle in the preservation of order. 
Yet. since the Government announced its willingness to accept 
volunteers there has, she points out, been a rush of Jewish young 
men to join the Palestine Police. Students from the Hebrew 
University have petitioned the Government that they may not be 
condemned to stand idly by while British forces incur danger on 
behalf of Jewish farms or families. They ask nothing better, says 
Lady Reading, than to be allowed to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with the British. It is well that these facts should be known far 
and wide, and that the Yishuv should not be pictured by the 
malevolent as merely cowering for protection behind British 
bayonets.

and no doubt arduous inquiry which deserves 
the warmest recognition. The total of £600,000, be it noted, does 
not include the sums collected for German, Polish, or East European 
Jews, which, last year, are estimated to have reached £200,000. 
Nor does it include the Zionist collections. Clearly, if these 
figures are anywhere near the truth, British Jewry has not forfeited 
its reputation for charitable zeal! But the question is whether all 
this money raised Tor domestic charities is spent to the best purpose. 
On this point, too, Mr. Le Vay-Lawrence had something to say. In 
the London area alone, he tells us, there are about 150 separate 
bodies collecting subscriptions and donations from Jewish sources. 
Such a multiplicity of direct relief distributing organisations,” he 
says, “is conducive to disorganisation, redundancy, considerable 
overlapping and expensive administration.” How true at least part 
of that criticism is may be judged from the letter of Dr. N. 8. Lucas, 


which we also printed last week. 


Dr. LuCAS stated that certain Societies, concerned with the needs 
of the poor in respect of Matzos and Passover 
groceries, conferred with a view to obviate the 
waste and overlapping that bad, as he said, 
undoubtedly occurred in the past. They agreed 
to pool suggestions, exchange lists of cases helped, and maintain 
touch until completion of their distribution for Passover of this 
year. The result was that of the 8,300 applications for Matzos and 
Passover groceries received by the Societies, no fewer than 2,100 are 
described as overlapping. There can, we imagine, be little question 
that if similar action were taken in other directions something of 
the same kind would-be revealed. Mr. Le Vay-Lawrence deplored 
“the lack of co-ordination in the appeals, application, distribution 
and administrative expenditure” of our domestic charity institu- 
tions. Dr. Lucas’ example shows what even partial co-ordination 
could accomplish. We do not believe that its lessons can be ignored. 
We may pride ourselves on the flow of communal liberality. It is 
not wise to assume that it will always flow in its present volume. 
Better put our house in order before the lean times come, for no 
one knows how near they may be!

Obituary 


Miss BERTHA PAPPENHEIM (Germany) 

Mr. 8S. Conen writes : 

Miss Bertha Pappenheim, who passed away in Neu-Isenburg on 
May 28th, was one of Germany’s most notable Jewish women. She was 
born in Vienna in 1859 and went to Germany in 1881, from which time 
she played a leading part in the organisation of Jewish social work in 
Germany. For twelve years, she was Matron of the Jewish Girls’ 
Orphanage in Frankfort, and during that time assisted in establishing 
many important organisations dealing with Jewish welfare work. Bertha 
Pappenheim will always be remembered as the founder of the Union of 
Jewish Women in Germany, which set an example to many othe 
She spent most of her hfe in the Home 
of the Frauenbund at Isenburg, which was established for the purpose 
of giving protection to girls, expectant mothers, schoolchildren and 
infants. Special methods of education were studied and adopted in this 
Home. and, although meeting with some criticism, eventually earned 
recognition hy their simplicity of conception. Miss Pappenheim made 
many journeys into Eastern and South-Eastern countries for the purpose 


countries to form such unions. 


of studving 
women and children, and she wrote a number of works which had a large 
arculation not only m Germany but mm other countries. Her ideas, though 
often far above the heads of those to whom she originally proposed 
them, were accepted with very slight modifications and proved of the 
vreatest practical value. She was, to her dying day, strongly in favour of 
the guardianship of infants, and endeavoured to obtain the co-operation 
and sympathy of many countries, in order that the idea of the adoption 
and guardianship of children from poor circumstances in Europe might 
he carried out by more prosperous countries. It was my privilege to 
hecome acquainted with her more than thirty years ago, in connection 
with the ficht- against the traffic in girls and women, and I met her on 
many occasions at Conferences and Congresses m different parts of 
Europe. It was remarkable: to see the influence which she exerted upon 
the two Conferences of Jewish Women held in Vienna in 1923 and in 
Hamburg in 1929. It was not only im Jewish circles that Bertha Pappen- 
heim exerted such influence, but she was greatly respected in circles 
outside Jewry. She came to Londor on several OCCASIONS, and was 
present at the Conferences organised by the Jewish Association for the 
Protection of Gurls, Women and Children in 1910 and 1927.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


My Reply to H. G. Wells 


| HAVE just risen, with bowed and bloody head, from a perusal of 

the verbal drubbing to which Mr. Wells was good enough to treat 
me in last week's issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. My first impulse 
was tocry: “ Zounds! I was never so bethumped with words since first 
I called my mother’s husband dad!” And such “language,” too! .. . 
My second thoughts were to abstain from replying, to allow the 
article he criticised to speak for itself, and, in short. to leave well(s) 
alone! But that was clearly quite impossible. I owed to my readers 
some defence against his charges. Hence, this humble reply to the 
Wellsian onslaught! Now what does Mr. Wells accuse me of? After 
declaring that I went off in hysterics, he proceeds, with I suppose 
philosophic calm and perfect serenity, to say that “in the heat of 
controversy he sails on to something very like flat falsehood. He 
says, as though he was quoting me: “ Nazism is steeling us ‘ for finer 
and broader efforts.’ Let the curious reader,’ he proceeds, “ consult 
my original article. Never was anything I have written so dishonestly 
twisted, with, | admit, quite passionate dishonesty.” 


OW these be hard words to use of a fellow-publicist (if | may be 
allowed, for one hectic and glorious moment, to bracket myself 

with so august a literary figure as H. G. Wells). They 
@ GROCK. . . 


“ame to me 
Could I have unwittingly dropped a “not” 
out of Mr. Wells’ eloquence and so have turned its meaning topsy- 
turvy? . . . Or what other enormity had I perpetrated ? 

Well, let me see! “ He says,” writes Mr. Wells, “as though 
he was quoting me, Nazism is steeling us ‘for finer and broader 
efforts.’’’ Be it remembered that the only words in this sentence to 
which I appended quotation marks were the last five—‘for finer 
and broader efforts.” That quotation is textually correct! 
The rest of the sentence—" Nazism is steeling us"-—was a sum. 
marised statement of Mr. Wells’ preceding remarks. Was it false? 
I will consult the original article, as Mr. Wells invites “the 
curious reader” todo. Inthis, Mr. Wells a:serts that “ the hosiility 


to Christianity in Russia and to Judaism in Central Europe may have. 


a justification that it is unwise to neglect. Some such shock was 
necessary. for that stupendous self-satisfaction of the Jewish and 
Christian cultures, which has hitherto withstood both persecution 


and predominance. The raucous voice of the Nazi may be saying 


something worth hearing.” And then, after a few farther remarks 
not germane to the point I am discussing, he says: “ These crude 
flamboyant tyrannies' may be purging many consciously well- 
meaning intelligences of much self-complacent, ineffective stuff, 
and steeling them for finer and broader efforts.” What are the 
tyrannies that may be doing this? Surely, Nazism and _ its 
opposite number in Russia, to which he refers. How, then, 
have I offended in quoting Mr. Wells as arguing that Nazism 
is steeling Jews for finer and broader efforts? Why all this 
fury of abuse with which he assailed me? Ican hardly think that 
Mr. Wells is going to claim that whereas I credited him with the 
opinion that Nazism is “ steeling,” etc., he only said that it may be 
so doing. There is no substance of any consequence in the dir- 
tinction; and I could, and would, cheerfully substitute Mr. Wells’ 
ipsissima verba for my rendering of them without impairing my 
argument one whit. Nor, seeing that Mr. Wells apparently approves 
this suppore laction of Nazism on Jews, need he be greatly troubled if 
such action is inadvertently referred to as actual instead of potential. 
I submit, therefore, that his explosion of anger is uncalled for—and, 
in the case of an accepted seer, not a little painful. 


UT I want tocome to the rest, and far more important, part 
of Mr. Wells’ letter. He is hurt, it seems, at the suggestion 
that he talked anti-Semitism in the articles I criticised. “I have,’ 
he says, “a considerable number of Jewish friends.” Ah, familiar 
words, time-honoured protestation which seems to be compatible 
sometimes with so much hearty dislike of Jews in the mass! 
Mr. Wells should be warned against this form of disclaimer. 
It has long ceased to be a passport to Jewish confidence! .. . 
Then again, he recognises, even more than most Jews, 
the splendid record of men and women of Jewish origin in every field 
of human achievement. He detects a Jewish strain in Dickens and 
the author of “ Robinson Crusoe,” and, for all he knows, he himself 
~— glorious possibility!—is of Jewish lineage. Mr. Wells must not 
carry his admiration of Jews to excess with such flattering notions. 
Doesn't he see that they are the very things calculated to encourage 
us in “ racial boasting” (which his soul abhoreth)? ... “Have I 
net in the ‘Outline of History,’” he cries, “ presented the whole 
Semitic inheritance, Phoenician, Carthaginian, Babylonian, to 
modern Jewry?” I seem to remember a complaint that in the 
comparatively short section of that splendid opus in which he 
discussed the Jews he merely mentioned Moses’ birth, and quite 
forgot the Ten Commandments. Or was it that he believed that 
the Decalogue has borne little part in the moral evolution of man ? 
But really one could have dispensed with these evidences of Mr. 


Wells’ goodwill. Incommon with all Jews, I am only too eager to 


welcome him as afriend. All I ask is that he live up tothe part and 
not seem to talk at times like an enemy! 


HAT, Mr. Wells thereupon retorts; are Gentiles, then, 
never to be allowed to utter any impression of “ this 
ancient, narrow and racially egotistical Jewish culture, except in 
terms of cringing admiration and subservience?" Far from 
it' But there is criticism and criticism, and a man—even a 
demigod of literature—can only be judged by the utterances 
of his own mouth. When he says that what holds Jews 
together is a tradition, Biblical, Talmudic and economic; 
that this tradition stresses acquisitiveness; that the Jews 
get, permeate and control; that they make the _ biological 
pace for non-Jews at a lower level, unless they impose a handicap 
on the Jew or resort to some form of pogrom; that the Jew grips 
the property and secures the appointment, and the Gentile 
feels he is robbed of opportunity by all this alertness; that the 
Jew is not a good citizen, in the sense that he does not give a 
wholehearted allegiance to the institutions, conventions and 
collective interests and movements of the community in which 
he finds himself; and that the Jewish mycelium is essentially a 
parasite upon the social and cultural organisms in which it lives— 
when he says these things, I answer, can the Jewish masses be 
blamed if they recognise in his words the authentic voice of 
Berlin? Mr. Wells may regard such root-and-branch attacks as 
friendly and helpful criticism of Jewish traditionalism.” But he 
cannot censure me if I react quite differently to it, and particularly 
to his suggestion that it might not be a bad thing if the race, ns a 
separate culture, thought itself out of existence altogether. 


y» Ys says Mr. Wells, the fact is that your mind has been 60 

perverted by the ~ isolationist Jewish tradition” that you 
betray an extraordinary inability to grasp the real trend of my 
criticism. Well, what is that trend? “I ask the Jewish reader,” 
he says, “ just to think why his tradition has irritated such diverse 
peoples as it has done through the ages. I say let us inquire 
for a moment if there is just a faint grain of cause why the 
Nazis, for example, hate you. I suggest that if we assemble 
every possible apulogy for the persecutor we may find some 


sort of lesson worth learning.’ Well, I am quite willing 
to go on his proposed tour of inquiry. Indeed, Jews hare 
been doing it for generations. jut “here is the rub! #§ Mr, 


Wells assumes that what we liave to enquire about is why our 
“ tradition’ has proved so irritating. But I have done a lot of 
inquiring myself and, like others, have come to the conclusion that 
it is not this “tradition” that has been the‘ irritant. The 
“ tradition” has only been used as a pretext or cover for xenophobia. 
The truth is, Me. Wells is really distressingly obsessed by this 
“ tradition,” and I believe he is horribly in error about it. 


HERE is nothing exclusive or isolationist in the true Jewish 
tradition. Its outlook is universal; its teaching, the very ideal 

of human unity for which Mr. Wells so rightly longs. I am not 
going to inquire why the German oligarchy bates us, I understand 
already. It is because the Jews stand for the common brotherhodd of 
men and the common Fatherhood of God, while the Nazis, and their 
fellows in narrow-mindedness elsewhere, are bitten to the point of 
insanity with the disease of xenophobia, the hatred of the © stranger” 
and the “ different.” I do not believe in scrapping Jewish culture. 
I deny that it is “narrow and racially egotistical.’ I cannot 
imagine that the annihilation of Judaism, with its world outlook, 
will hasten the realisation of Mr. Wells’ own world-community 
dream. And I challenge the theory that Zionism is an attempt to 
divert Jewish ability from human service to” racial boasting, ganging 
and bickering.” (The Hebrew University, for one thing, refutes that 


assumption). Finally, while profoundly glad of his no doubt quite” 


sincere repudiation of anti-Semitism, let me make so bold as to sug. 
gest a tour to Mr. Wells himself. Let him make an extended tour 
of Jewish literature. Let him get rid of his obsession about the 
“commercial and financial tradition” of the Jews and peer more 
searchingly into the Jewish soul. Let these be among the “ Things 
to Come.” and when he arrives back again he may forget his 
obsessions and, who knows? even extend the olive branch to his 
admirer in spite of all, the saddened but still peace-loving

Raising the School Leaving Age 


Difficulties to be Faced in 1939 


CATERING FOR THE “OVER THIRTEEN ” CHILD 


A Conference of Jewish Head Teachers, under the auspices of the 
London Organising Council for Jewish Education, was held at Woburn 
House on Sunday to consider the position of Hebrew education 
in view of the anticipated raising of the school leaving age. Dr. Israrr, 
FetpMAN, Chairman ef the London Organising Council, presided. 

Mr. Hereert M. Apuer, M.B.E., the Director of Jewish Education, 
spoke on the subject of ** Educational Problems,’’ which he classified 
under the heads of: how to get the children; how to keep them after 
thirteen vears of age; and how to give them something worth while. It 
seemed to him. he said, that the second and third questions were really 
one and the same. For if they did not give the children something worth 
while, they would not keep them. 

The speaker made it clear that the problem did not arise in con- 
nection with the non-provided schools. But, he asked, what about the 
Sywnagogue Classes and the Talmud Torahs? In other words, what about 
the children who did not go in the day time to Jewish schools and who 
went for their religious education either to Synagogue Classes, Talmud 
Torahs or the J.R.E.B. Classes? As regards these, they must frankly 
admit, on looking back, that so far they had largely failed to keep tho — 
children after the age of thirteen. Quoting figures, Mr. Adler said the 
Svnagogue Classes had, on the average, succeeded in keeping their 
children for eight-and-a-half months past their Barmitzvah age. That 
was not so bad. The J.R.E.B. Classes had only succeeded in retaining 
the children to the extent of five-and-a-half months. The Talmud Torahs 
had been the least successful; they had only kept them for four months 

Mr. Adler said that looking at the problern from the broadest point of 
view. thev had to recognise that there was a complete distinction between 
the child below thirteen and over thirteen, when it nearly always depended 
on the child itself. It was then a willing and no Jonger a compulsory 


attendance. and that made an enormous difference. This was also about 
the age when adolescence set in. 


Separate Classes for ‘‘Over-Thirteens’’ 


The Director of Jewish Education then proceeded to make a number 
of suggestions for retaining children over thirteen. It must be a joint 
enterprise, he urged. Separate Classes should be held for children of 
this age. The Book of Amos appealed very strongly to young people ; 
and chapters from Jeremiah, particularly 32 to 44, and from Isaiah, 
such as chapters 40 to 55, in which the Prophet spoke of the return to 
Palestine, should be made more use of. As to the Prayer Book, Mr. 
Adler said that of all subjects he thought the Prayer Book was the one 
that had to be the most delicately approached. There had been too 
much mechanical translation of the Prayer Book which could be made 
quite attractive, but not by bare translation. Dealing with history, Mr. 
Adler urged the importance of avoiding cramming and he stressed the 
need of encouraging discussions as much as they could, and, above all, 
original work. The fact that they had met there that evening was one 
step forward, and he expressed the hope that they would have a good 
many simular conferences mn the future. 

Mr. Natruan Morais, the Education Officer to the J.R.E.B., 
addressed the Conference on the subject of ‘‘ Problems of Organisation,’ 
and at the outset said that the Bill for the raising of the school-leaving 
age from fourteen to fifteen had now been approved by the House of 
Commons and would come into force in Sepember, 1939. Their problem, 
he said, was how to ensure that Jewish education should share in the 
general advance which was expected to begin in three years’ time. 
Secondly, how were they to use this intervening period to the best 
advantage, so as to ensure that Jewish education moved along with 
ordinary education in this country. He considered it the toughest problem 
which they had yet had to face. They had no fixed entrance age in their 
(lasses. Children entered at any age, often playing havoc with organised 
schemes of study. But there was a fixed leaving age, and that was the 
Barmitzvah age of thirteen, which was considered the final aim of their 
education. Hitherto they had guessed at the actual position. They now 
knew that of the 10,000 children receiving their education in the vanous 
evening Classes only 800 were of the age of thirteen and over. 


The Age for Understanding History 


On the subject of history, Mr. Morris said if history was to mean 
such a knowledge of the past as would help young men and women to 
understand the present, then they could begin to teach only at the age 
of thirteen. For until that age the child’s chronological sense was not 
developed. He knew there were youth movements in this country which 
were meant to supplement the knowledge that boys and girls carned with 
them from school. Unfortunately, he could not see how it was possible 
to supplement something that was very largely non-existent in the case 
of thousands of children in this country. 

Their maximum aim, he declared, should be to treble within the next 
three years the number of children over the age of thirteen attending their 
Classes. The present number was 800, If by 1939 they could have 2,000 
then they would be able to move effectively. Their work should be 
directed on two lines. First of all they must find a way to the average 
arent. They must try to convince him that in the present conditions 
1e was doing a grave injustice to the Community as well as to his own 
— if he withdrew that child when he was beginning to do effective 
work. 

_ Mr. Morris also strongly advocated that they should appeal to the 
social sense of the children and said they must give them the feeling that 
they belonged to one body. Let them try to develop their sense of 
responsibility—that it was they who were trying to help them to advance 
Jewish education. He suggested that they should enrol all these children 
into a special league, which they could call a Post Barmitzvah Education 
League or a Youth Education League.

MODEL HOUSE AND PRINTING ROOM 


The opening of the Jews’ Free Boys’ School House was performed 
by Mrs. Anthony de Rothschild on Thursday in last week. The formal 
proceedings were preceded by a reception in the Science Room. at 
which Mr. Anthony de Rothschild received all who had helped in the 
equipping and building of the House. 

A description of the House was given by the Headmaster of the 
Boys’ School, Dr. E. Bernsretx, who explained that the Model House 
was a development of the science scheme in operation at the School. 
In this scheme, the science of the street and of the home was dealt with. 
For this purpose, the Science Room was equipped with a model railway, 
a model electric lift, an Uluminated sign and other models illustrating 
mechanisms used in everyday life. The model House was equipped 
with domestic apphances in a most complete way and this enabled the 


science of the home to be dealt with very fully. Under the direction

Jewish Religious Education Board 


An Appeal to the Community 
SUGGESTED AMALGAMATION WITH THE ‘* UNION ” 


A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on 
Monday at Woburn House. Dr. N. 8. Lucas, the President, was in the 
Chair. 

The CHatrmMan said that they had all had a sort of SOS message 
from him asking them to attend that meeting to discuss an important 
matter affecting the future of the Board. It was the question of the 
next Appeal for the Board. He had been in convefsation with Capt. 
Bulkeley Johnson, who is Mr. Lionel de Rothschild’s Secretary, and he 
had told him that Mr. de Rothschild’s method of securing subscriptions 
was largely one of writing to people or of interviewing them. He had 
a very large list in his possession of people who gave to charity, and they 
would be communicated with. That was not enough. It was, 
unfortunately, the case within their Community, as in other communities, 
that large numbers of people who were well-to-do and who ought to 
give did not, and they could not find their names on any roll of those 
who gave to charities. They would be starting the Appeal at least 
-2,000 in debt. 

A welcome was accorded to Mr. Jacques Cohen, a new member of the 
Board. representing the L nited Synagogue. 

Me. L. G. Bowman presented the report of the Education Com- 
mittee. He said that the Committee had agreed to changes in the 
examinations, which were intended to simplify the work. 

Mr. Bowman also referred to the decline in numbers at Wenlock Road 
School. 

Miss L. Lipshitz was appointed Superintendent of Grove Lane Classes 
1: place of. Miss Buckner who had resigned. 

It was agreed that arrangements be made at. Myrdle Street and 
North London Secondary (lasses for special instruction to be given. to 
girls, leading up ultumately to an examination and a ‘‘girls’ consecration”’ 
service. 

Miss Rose presented a report of the Organising Council for Jewish 
Education and spoke about the Conference of Head Teachers held on 
the previous day, presided over by Dr. Israel Feldman (reported else- 
where in this issue). She also reported on the canvass among cmidren 
which was still proceeding in the Princess May Road (Stoke Newington) 
area. 

Mrs. A. Eicnnouz presented a report of the Sabbath School Advisory 
Committee. She said that it had Been decided to transfer the Sabbath 
Classes from the Robert Montetiore School to the Brady Street Girls’ 
(lub. ‘The first meeting of the Classes in the new venue would be on 
September 12th. There would be a preliminary meeting of parents to 
enlist their support, urging them to send thetr children to the Classes. 

Mr: L. Courts said that he had recently seen an advertisement 
in the Press asking for applications for an Education. Officer for the 
Umon of Hebrew and Religion Classes, He had had considerable 
experience of the work of the Umon and of the Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion Board; and, as the work of the two bodies was identical, he could 
see no reason why they should have two separate and _ distinct 
organisations. He wanted to know to what extent the J.R.E.B. would 
consider amalgamation. 2 

Mr. Hersert M. Anpier said that the bodies were of an entirely 
different nature. The Board maintained its own classes, but the Union 
exercised general superintendence over classes that maintained 
themselves. . | 

Mr. Courts said that he was. not satisfied with the answer, and he 
proposed to raise the matter again in greater detail. 

The CHAIRMAN suggested that Mr. Courts should discuss this matter 
with Mr. Herbert Adler, Mr. Nathan Morris and Mr. B. A. Fersht.

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NEED FOR JEWISH DEFENCE 


The Urgent Call for Action 


“The most decisive act of our Leaders has been the resolve to do nothing.’’—Watchman. 


A fortnight ago our contributor “ Watchman” devoted his 
article “In the Communal Armchair’ to the urgent question 
of Anglo-Jewish self-defence against calumny. He criticised 
the communal leaders for their lack of leadership, writing: “ It 
is a remarkable thing that, at the moment, the most decisive 
act of our leaders has been the resolve to do nothing. An 
influential legal committee has recommended that nothing be 
attempted in the mattter of what is called community libel.” 
He concluded with the words: “The time has come for hard 
thinking and forthright action. Let us notdelay.’ His article 
has not.merely aroused considerable interest in our readers; 
it has revealed an interest, an anxiety and a desire for action 
that are worthy of urgent consideration. We print below 
some further letters that have reached us on the subject. 


COMMUNITY AWARE OF DANGER 


Exchange of Ideas Essential 
From Mr. J. W. BENTLEY 


To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 

Sir,—-Your contributor is to be congratulated upon his lucid and 
earefully-balaneed article on the Question of Self-Defence. Its quality 
is enhanced by the fact that it is sg tunely. ‘The other day I wandered 
into a fmendly gathering of some neighbours and this article was the 
subject of a lively discussion, It would appear that these opinions 
are widely endorsed, but some friendly criticisms were made and I 
would lke them discussed in your journal. 


The problem falls into two parts; (a) internal exchange of ideas 
and organisation to focus individual effort and (b) external appearance 
(or tactical method) of such a body and the limits or present 
ditheulties in the way of action. 

In regard to (a), the slanderous accusations to which you refer 
have exercised the attention of numerous individual Jews and sym- 
pathisers, and I feel sure some effective replies have been devised. 
Would it not be possible to formulate them and arrange some system 
of exchange of ideas? Already in some parts of London, I am told, 
small groups have sprung up aetively engaged in collecting information 
and supplying accurate and effective replies. But these replies need to 
be broadcast. How can this best be achieved? 

I do not believe in multiplying bodies. Would it not be possible 
with the aid of your journal, or otherwise, to convene a meeting ‘unify- 
ing existing bodies for this purpose? I need hardly add that its range 
should be comprehensive embracing diverse opinion on other matters— 
the unifying principle being “Active Self-Defence against Fascism,” as 
opposed to what your contributor calls “the most decisive act of our 
leaders—the resolve to do nothing.” 

This last remark by your writer is most important, for the so- 
called le»ders of Jewry by their inertia or over-cautious tactics have 
contributed directly to the Fascist menace against Jews. Their 
function so far. appears to have been to damp down the natural 
enthusiasm of Jews and sympathisers to take energetic and forthright 
action against the Fascist slanderers. A clear lead would meet with a 
widespread response. 

In regard to (b), the method of distributing leaflets at meetings 
of the Fascists has been mentioned. But it is well known that such 
meetings are arranged with considerable care—no questions of a hostile 
kind are permitted and the questioner exposes himself to the danger of 
violent personal assault. The presence of police in large numbers offers 
no protection whatever, but on the contrary guarantees the Fascist 
hooligans perfect freedom and protection against possible counter- 
attack. The police would probably arrest the distributors of leaflets 
as likely to cause a breach of the peace. 

This does not exhaust all that can be said usefully on the many 
valuable points raised by your contributor, but sufficient has been 
written, I think, to convey my meaning and. the appreciation of some 
of your readers.

I have scanned tho 
duly papers for some intumation of a Jewish lecture to an Englis!, 
audience. a debate, an address, a word of defence against the thousand- 
and-one lies and calumnies that are being daily hurled against us. 
And now I read that “an influential legal committee has recommende:: 
that nothing be attempted in the matter of what is called Communit, 
libel.” 

This information came to me as a great shock and surprise. 
Nothing be attempted! Frankly, I cannot understand such an atti- 
tude. and I feel sure that the great mass of our people, when reading 
that statement, will feel equally puzzled at the “ do-nothing ” polic) 
which the leaders of Jewry have adopted. I maintain that this policy 


is doing our cause incaletilable harm, and that the suggestions outlined’ 


by “ Watchman” with a view to self-defence be taken well to heart 
by every responsible leader in Jewry. 

~ Mav I further suggest that every Jewish society (Trade Union, 
Zionist, Friendly, etc.), no matter how their aims and objects may 
differ in all other respects, should unite for this one purpose—the 
purpose of combating the libelous attacks made upon our race. Each 
society should appoint a special sub-committee capable of dealing with 
this work of propaganda and enlightenment, and each of these sub- 
committees should send a delegate to the Central Lecture Committee 
(or any other central body) so as to ensure the harmony and effective- 
ness of this highly important work. 

I share “ Watchman’s” confidence that the English people, with 
their sense of justice and fair-play, will hsten to us. But we cannot 
expect them to know the truth if we deliberately, for some mysterious 
reason, withhold it from them.—S. Davis, 79, Ruislip Road, Greenford, 
Middlesex.

‘MOSLEY IS WEAK TO-DAY” 


As one who has, on a great many occasions, been concerned in 
work of an anti-Fascist character and as this work has taken me into 
close contact with the methods most popular with Sir Oswald Mosley, 
I am perhaps in a position to give my view on this subject. 

Mosley has undoubtedly suffered severe setbacks during the last 
two years and his Party is not increasing but diminishing. The only 
thing that keeps it alive at all, is the financial support he still retains 
from certain sources. The only successes the Fascists have had, have 
been in the form of the sale of certain periodicals, namely the BLAckK- 
SHIRT and Action, but a great deal of this business has been accom- 
plished by people buying out of pure curiousity. 

In view of Mosley’s attacks on the Jews and the irresponsible 
statements he makes from the platform, a certain amount of work 
should be done in order to combat any possible influence of members 
of the public who may not fully understand that Mosley has, during 
the course of his career, attacked everybody on this earth except 
himself and possibly Hitler. 

The only reason why Sir Oswald is able to get through his meetings 
at all is because a couple of hundred well-trained and organised black- 
shirts are well able to deal with a couple of thousand unorganised 
opponents of Fascism. Wherever anti-Fascists have been organised, 
the blackshirts have been unable to continue their system of provoca- 
tion and there are many cities and towns in Britain to-day where 
Mosley dare not appear. 

From these points I have mentioned, a certain lesson may be 
learned. I would’ suggest that if a Defence Organisation is to be 
formed, it could assist other organisations already in force and work in 
conjunction. Its main work should be to print enormous quantities of 
pamphlets, which should be distributed wherever Mosley intends 
holding a meeting, to counteract the lying pamphlets of the Fascists. 
I do not want pamphlets of a pro-Jewish nature, all that is required is 
an exposure of Fascist tactics and mis-statements. A limited number 
of speakers to assist at anti-Fascist meetings should also be possible. 
The same Defence Organisation should expose hidden Fascist 
propaganda in the Press and deal with untrue allegations of an anti- 
Semitic character wherever they arise. | 

In conclusion, I would stress that Mosley has two things that carry, 
him on, first he has the necessary finance, and secondly his Party is 
organised. Only finance and an organised Defence Organisation, 
working in conjunction with all other anti-Fascist organisations, can 
possibly succeed in educating the entire public to a point where they, 
will extend to Mosley the same amount of free speech that they could 
expect from him, could he but obtain the power-of which he dreams.

Disorder at Stoke Newington 


Anti-Semitic Insults Through Loud Speakers 
LOCAL RESIDENTS PROTEST 


Anti-Fascists Arrested and Fined 


A Fascist meeting in Gordon Road, Stoke Newington, on Monday 
night led to scenes of disorder, fights and arrests, and disgusted loca! 
residents so much that a body of them, approaching 150 in number, 
marched to the local police station to protest. . 

Fascist meetings are held on the corner of Gordon Road every 
Monday evening, but not until this week have loud-speakers been 
used: and local co-religionists, discussing the meeting with a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative, told of their feelings of revulsion on hearing 
violent and slanderous anti-Jewish epithets loudly broadcast. in this 
way and of their disappointment at the attitude of the police follow- 
ing the disturbances. Our Correspondent was told that the speeches 
were almost wholly confined to Jew-baiting, and that when members 
of the audience, whether Jew or Gentile, attempted to question the 
speakers, they were approached in a threatening manner and some- 
times pummelled by supporters of the speaker. Following the arriva! 
of Leonard James Deans, a former professional boxer (whose con- 
viction at Old Street Police Court last week for distmbuting ant- 
Jewish posters and for insulting behaviour is reported on page 19 ot 
this issue), fights broke out in several parts of the crowd and four 
arrests were made. What residents particularly complain about is 
that, after these arrests and an uproar which brought to the scene 
a large number of police, instead of closing the meeting, the police 
allowéd it to proceed, and in their presence the next speaker went 
on to use such inciting language as “Blackshirts—at the Yids!” and 
“Let us fight the dirty Yids and not let them get the upper hand.” 

On the opposite of the Stoke Newington Road (at the corner, 
that is, of Amhurst Road), there was being held the same evening a 
meeting arranged by the British Union of Democrats, addressed by 
several non-Jews and by one co-religionist, Mr. H. A. Swart. It was 
from this audience that a body of men marched to the police station. 
They were advised by a station sergeant to return, and on doing so 
their meeting passed a resolution protesting against the inactivity ot 
the police in face of the disturbances at Gordon Road. Residents told 
our Correspondent that they drew the attention of the police to people 
who had arrived at the Fascist meeting in possession of weapons—ono 
who held a “cosh” (or “life-preserver”’) was pointed out to the police, 
who, however, took no action. 

Mr. Swart, in addressing his meeting, warned Jews against cross- 
ing the Hackney Downs at night time, as the number of attacks mado 
on Jews there has increased of late. The British Union of Democrats 
is planning to extend its activities into many districts. The North 
London Branch communicated an account of Monday’s disturbances 
to Sir George Jones, M.P., and Capt. Hudson, M.P., who have both 
impressed officials of the Union with their sympathetic attitude. 


At the North London Police Court on Tuesday morning, four 
arrested men, John English, William Smith, Maurice Conoley and 
Stanley Williams, were charged with using insulting words and 
behaviour whereby a breach of the peace might have been occasioned. 
English was also charged with assaulting Leonard James Deans. 
Inspector Bray said the trouble was started by the demonstrators 
and was not caused by the Fascists. Each of the defendants was 
fined 20s., and English also had to pay a fine of 40s. for the assault 
(besides 12s. for costs and 10s. 6d. for doctor’s fee). 


On enquiring, by telephone, at the offices of the Stoke Newington 
Borough Council, whether there is in the Borough a bye-law prohibiting 
the operation in the streets of loudspeakers in such a way as to cause 
annoyance, our Correspondent was informed that there is such a bye- 
law. There is also one in Hackney (the Stoke Newington Road divides 
the two boroughs). In view of this, the non-interference of the police 
is all the more remarkable—unless it is that their method is to wa't 
for a formal complaint. If that is the case, the sooner residents write 
to the authorities the better. .

“Deliberate Attempt to Create Racial Strife” 
PROTESTS IN PARLIAMENT 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Mr. James Hall (Lab.. 
Whitechapel) asked the Home Secretary whether he would consider 
the advisability of arranging for increased police supervision when 
Fascist public meetings were held in the streets of Stepney, London, 
such meetings being of a provocative character, there being evidence 
of a delhberate attempt to create racial strife by raising the anti-Jewish 
question in a manner calculated to provoke violence and bloodshed. 

Mr. Geoffrey Lioyd, Under-Secretary, replied that special steps 
were being taken by the Commissioner of Police to deal with any 
attempt to molest Jews. 

Mr. Hall asked if the Minister was aware of the fact that, con- 
currently with Fascist meetings held in Stepney, uniformed Black- 
shirts were parading the streets addressing insulting epithets to Jewish 
people, and whether he would consider steps being taken to prevent 
this meitement to disorder (hear, hear). 

Mr. Lloyd: “I was not aware of what Mr. Hall says, but I would 
remind him that extra men were drafted by the Commissioner into 
certain areas to deal with this matter, and they are doing so.” 

Mr. Hall said that the position in Stepney was becoming full 
of menace, and adequate steps should be taken to prevent the situation 
developing into a not. 

Sir Perey Harris (L., Bethnal Green) asked if the Minister was 
aware that these bands were gomg all round the East End of London, 
acting in the most offensive and provocative manner. 

Mr. Lloyd: “The Home Secretary made it clear in an earlier 
debate that language of an insulting kind in certain circumstances 
would be an offence.” 

Mr. Lansbury (Lab., Bow and Bromley) asked if the Minister 
knew that this sort of thing was increasing all over the East End, and. 
if the same treatment was imeted out to the Fascists as was awarded 
to the Communists a few vears ago, this insulting conduct would come 
to an end. 

Mr. Lloyd said that he would convey to the Home Secretary what 
had been said. Sir John Simon had shown, in the last few months, 
that he took a personal interest in this matter. 


Fascist Activities in Stepney 


Mayor Interviews Police Chief 
“FULLEST SUPPORT: AND PROTECTION OF THE LAW ” 


The following statement has been issued from the Mayor's Parlour 
of the Borough of Stepney : : 

“Her Worship the Mayor of Stepney (Councillor Mrs. Helena 
Roberts, J.P.) has recently been much exercised, as the result of 
complaints made to her .of the occurrence of ineidents within the 
Borough, which are said to have arisen in consequence of Fascist 
activities, and which incidents are said to have been of a provocattve 
nature and such as might tend to breaches of the peace and to disorder. 

“As a consequence, the Mayor, in company with the Town Clerk, 
has had an official interview with Superintendent Lloyd-Williams, of 
the ‘H’ Division, Metropolitan Police, when an assurance was given 
that all possible measures will be taken to ensure that the inhabitants 
of the Borough, without discrimination as to creed or behef, are fully 
protected against any interference whatever and against provocative 
verbal insults in particular. 

“The Mayor pointed out that many of the inhabitants, and 
particularly Jewish citizens, were appprehensive that similar incidents 
to those which occurred in Shoreditch and Hackney and which gave 
rise to the statement of the Home Secretary in the House of Commons 
a short tume ago, might occur in Stepney, and 1n this respect, the Mayor 
was assured that it was the intention of the Police Authorities in the 
Borough to see that the promise given by the Home Secretary that 
the fullest support and protection of the law would be given to persons 
suffering as the result of such incidents, is fully unplemented.” 


Fascist Bill-Poster Fined 
ALLEGED INTIMIDATION OF JEWS 


A former professional boxer, Leonard James Deans, was fined 7s. 6d. 
at Old Street Police Court last week for using insulting words and 
behaviour, He was also fined 40s. with the alternative of a month's 
imprisonment for affixing three posters to the Shoreditch Employment 
Exchange without permission. When charged, Deans told the Magistrate, 
Mr. Herbert Metcalfe, that he could not read or write. 

Police-constable Lowson said he was at the side entrance to the 
exchange in Mail Coach Yard on June 5th, when he saw Deans arrive at 
ll a.m. carrying the posters and other literature. He saw Deans affix two 
of the posters to the notice board and one to the wall. The posters read, 
“Perish Judah” and “Clear out the Jews,” and bore a swastika sign in 
the middle. 

Deans admitted fixing one poster which he said he picke1 up from the 
ground, without knowing what it was. 

Sub-Divisional Inspector Murray said that Deans was employed as a 
physical instructor by the Fascists. He had been a very troublesome 
man and had intimidated Jewish shopkeepers. He attended Fascist 
meetings and passed insulting remarks about Jews. 

Deans denied that he was a physical instructor to the Fascists. 

. Mr. Metcalfe said to Deans: * It you take my advice you will give this 
thing a wide berth. It is not part of your job to interfere with Jews or 
anyone else. The Jews are as much entitled to live as you are, and as 


much entitled to carry on their lawful trade. It is not for you or anybody 
else to interfere with them.” 


Tn last week’s issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE was reported the case 


of @ man, John Cohen, who was fined £5 or one month for tearing down a 
poster advertising a Fascist meeting. 
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The Boycott in Leeds 


A meeting was held at the Brandsby Lodge, Chapeltown Road, Leeds, 
under the auspices of the Jewish boycott council and the Women 
Shoppers’ League. Mr. M. Sclare presided. 

The Chairman, in opening the meeting and introducing the first 
speaker, Mr. 8S. Fine of London, the Orgamsing Secretary to the Jewish 
hoyeott council, welcomed criticism from the assembly. He stated 
that the local Committee knew exactly what could be done and how it 
should be done, but if anything was left undone it was owing to lack of 
funds, for the financial support given to the Boycott by the Community 
was far from satemsiactory. 

Mr. S. Fine gave a résumé of the work of the Jewish Representative 
Council for the Boycott of German Goods and Services. 

Although a great deal was being done to help German refugees, 
he said, they could not fight this battle with an army of ambulances; 
charity might alleviate the sufferings of German Jewry, but the boycott 
would get to the root of the evil, and unless the boycott was fully sup- 
ported the German Relief Fund would have to be maintained for a long 
time. The women were in the forefront of the army; it was they who 
used the ammunition for the boycott; the little shopping basket could 
destroy the growth of Hitlerism. The organisation had given information 
of various alternative sources of supply to traders to replace Crerman 
goods. The relationship between the Council and other non-Jewish bodies 
was most cordial 

An appeal was made to the women to carry on the work, as no trader 
would dare to stock German goods if women shoppers refused to handle 
them. 

M. Labovitch, the Organiser to the Council, moved the following 
resolution : 

“ That this meeting of the Jewish Representative Council for the Boycott 
of German Goods and Services, and the Women. Shoppers’ League, herby 
initiate and pursue a complete social boycott of all Jews who betray the 
Jewish Cause by dealing in German Goods and using German Services.” 

He stated that in Leeds there were between fifty to 100 Jewish traders 


still dealing in German goods in spite of pleadings. It was the intention of ~ 


the Executive, after that meeting, to get in touch with every Synagogue, 
Friendly Society and Charitable Organisation, and ask them to boycott 
socially those members and officers of theirs who betrayed the Jewish 
Cause by handling German goods. 

Miss P. Sclare seconded the resolution and appealed to the women to 
support the Women Shoppers’ League, as although the opening meeting 
was very encouraging, the enthusiasm had since waned. 

The resolution was carned. 


A public meeting, under the auspices of the Brondesbury and Crickle- 
wood Branch of the Women Shoppers’ League, was held on Tuesday 
evening at the Brondesbury Synagogue Hall, Chevening Road, N.W., 
Mrs. H. M. Lazarus presided. Mr. L. Silkin, M.P., Miss Monica Whately, 
Chairman of the Women Shoppers’ League, and the Rev. M. L. 
Perlzweig addressed the meeting.

FIRST WOMEN’S LODGE OF ENGLAND 

Under the auspices of the Lodge, a symposium on ‘*The Jewish Mind 
and the Modern World’? was held in the Adolph Tuck Hall, Woburn 
House, last week. Professor Maurice Ginsberg presided, and the speakers 
were Mr. R. V. Feldman, Dr. Rumney and Dr. Arnold Sorsby. Mr. 
R. V. Feldman spoke on “The Jewish Factor in Contemporary Thought,”’ 
and, in the course of his paper, deplored the non-existence of a modern 
school of Jewish philosophy in these days of disruptive influences m 
Jewry. Dr. Rumney dealt with “The Jewish Factor in Social 
Theory,’” and enumerated a formidable lst of Jewish names famous in 
hterature and ethics, without, however, being able to detect any Jewish 
charactenstic. Dr. Sorsby, tn his’ paper on ““The Jewish Factor in’ 
Science,” came to the same conclusion in the realm of science, and 
particularly in the realm of medicine, where Jewish achievement was 
more noticeable in the laboratory than in clinical work. Professor 
Ginsberg, in summing up, said that the Jews hati made great con- 
tributions to smence, art and literature, and éven if these contributions 
were not specifically Jewish, they were not thereby rendered less valuable. 
Dr. Emanuel Miller, opening the discussion, said that there was no 
known method of determining genetic differences, but that this did not 
prove that there was no truth in the theory of racial differences. Votes

THE EFFECT ON ENGLISH FRIENDSHIP 


German Paper Publishes Plea for Understanding 


A recent issue of HocuscnHuLe unp AvusLAND, a monthly publica- 
tion issued by the Deutscher Akademischer Austauschdienst, the 
Berlin counterpart of the Anglo-German Academic Bureau of London, 
contains an article by “Dr. T. P. Conwell-Evans (London),” who 1s 
described as “the well-known British author,’ on Anglo-German rela- 
tions and the differences between the English and German mentality, 
with a significant reference to German Jewry. ie tae 

After discussing English “Liberalism,” and hatred of militarism, 
the writer declares: “This difference of outlook constitutes, for many 
Englishmen, a serious hindrance to fnendship between the two 
nations. . . . L would like to ask my German friends not to blame 
Englishmen if they overstep the bounds of justice at times in their 
criticism of New Germany. The explanation of this hes in English 
historv and the development of their own political institutions, for 
which I would ask Germans to show understanding, just as I con- 
tinually seek to make German institutions understandable in their 
historical and national setting to my own countrymen.” 

The writer then proceeds to discuss the “Jewish question” as a 
matter on which Englishmen and Germans sharply disagree. “Germans 
defend their standpoint by referring to the influence and predominance 
of Jewish capital and the Jewish spirit in the theatre, cinema, Press, 
law. science, medicine, literature, etc. Now most English think that 
the German Jew legislation of 1933 went far enough in removing 
existing difficulties. There are no arguments at all, however, which 
ean reckon on finding general understanding in England on the subject 
of the 1935 policy. 
the Nazi Party imposes on its members, makes the life of the Jew in 
Gérmany intolerable. He must suffocate in the atmosphere in 
Germany. So England thinks, and it would be idle to deny that the 
English nation is influenced thereby 1n its attitude towards Germany ; 
hay, more, that cordial friendship between the two nations is being 
hindered by the bringing forward of this question.” 


THE EXCEPTION 
‘And the Rule 


An exception. to the general rule governing watering-places in 
Germany is Bad Mergentheum. This well-known summer resort has 
announced that it weleomes Jewish guests and that it has made all 
provisions for their comfort, including Kasher restaurants and boarding 
places. Whether this is a clever business move or an act of moral 
eourage it is difhcult to say, but it is certainly a weleome exception in 
Nazi Germany. 

On the other hand, the mayor of another resort, Westerland, 
has, issued an order that the signs forbidding Jews to use the Spa 
should be enlarged and placed in more. prominent positions, as he 
suspects that the rule prohibiting Jews is not being strictly observed. 


INDIVIDUAL ACTION CONDEMNED 
Jew-Baiter Who Pretended to be a Nazi 


A thirty-one-year-old “Aryan,” Franz Skibitzki, of Gildenburg, 
was sentenced, according to the KOENIGSBERGER ALLGEMELNE ZEITUNG. 
to mine months’ imprisonment for having wrongfully claimed to be a 
member and officer of the Nazi Party. Skibitzki insulted a bearded 
man in a train because he took him for a Jew: The guard of the 
train forced him to alight, and Skibitzki lodged a complaint against 
the guard and claimed that he was an officer of the Nazi Party. 

 Skibitzki stated to the court that he had mistaken the man in the 
train for a Giidenburg Jew, but the court ruled that “the Jewish 
question is to be solved only by the State and the authorities. The 
Fuhrer i.as specitically forbidden any individual actions against Jews. 
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Even if, therefore, the man in the train had been a Jew, th® accused 
would not have had any right to insult him.” 

The court was satisfied not only that the offender was not an 
official of the Nazi Party, but also that the Jewish-looking gentleman 
was. Would the decision have been the same if the positions hac 
been reversed? Or if there were no Olympic Games in view ?. 


HEIDELBERG UNIVERSITY CELEBRATION 
Basle University Not To Participate 


The Government of Basle has just decreed that Basle University 
is not to send a delegation to the forthcoming celebration of the 550th 
anniversary of the founding of Heidelberg University. This decision, 
which is final, was reached because in the opimon of the Government 
the celebration in question will be of a distinctly political character. 


FALLING JEWISH POPULATION 


Germany's Loss is Palestine’s Gain 


The Jvepiscne Runpscnav publishes a statistical survey of the 
Jewish populations in Germany and Palestine, which shows tha‘ 
whereas three years ago the Jewish population of Germany was about 
500,000, or about three times that of Palestine, the relative position: 
have so changed during the course of three years of Nazi persecution 
and Palestinian development that the point has now been reached 
when there are more Jews in Palestine than in Germany. The figure: 
are now 395,000 Jews in Palestine and 393,000 in Germany, a “scissors ’ 
tendency. being in operation which appears likely to increase sti!! 
further the disparity of population in favour of Palestine. 


FAITH IN PALESTINE 


New Artisans’ School for Refugees 


In the very ‘midst of the Palestine nots, the Jews of Germany 
have decided to open an artisans’ school in Palestine for the training ot 
Jewish youths from Germany in trades and handicrafts. The school wil! 
be named “Ludwig Tietz,” after the famous department store owner 
of Germany, who died recently. The decision to found the school was 
taken at a meeting of representatives of the Reichsvertretung der 
Deutschen Juden, the B'nai B'rith Lodge and the Hilfsverein, whic: 
are non-Zionist organisations. The school will be opened in the autumn 
at Jagur, near Haifa. The decision is indicative of the present mood 
of German Jewry with regard to Palestine and shows how little the 
riots have suicceeded in fnghtening off even non-Zionists. 


Two More Suicides 


Professor Schleier, the Director of the Empress Augusta Hospital, 
Berlin, who was dismissed from his post on January Ist because he 
attended the funeral of the well-known surgeon and brain specialist 
Professor Heymann, a baptised Jew, has committed suicide. 

The following report appeared recently in the Beruiner Tace- 
BLATT :“A ‘ non-Aryan.’ lawyer named Hellmut R., aged twenty-seven, 
shot himself in the Tiergarten early this morning. The grounds for the 
sumeide are unknown.” | 


Communal Elections Avoided 


As a result of the efforts of the Reichsvertretung of the German 
Jews, the Zionists and non-Zionists in Kénigsberg have concluded an 
agreement to appoimt a new Communal. Board, consisting of fifty per 
cent. of Zionists and fifty per cent. of non-Zionists. This agreement 
will put an end to the Jewish party strife which was lately much in 
evidence in the city, especially in connection with the expected 
elections of a new Board. 


The “Stuermer” Still Displayed 


A Correspondent writes to the MaANcnEesTeR GuaRDIAN that copies 
of the STUERMER were to be seen as recently as on Friday, June 5th, 
in the STUERMER showcase in the main street of Wernigerode. “I bought 
a current copy at a tobacconist’s shop in that town,” he writes, “and 
noticed that the shopkeeper was selling Streicher’s paper only. The 


_ STUERMER and anti-Semitic banners and notices were also to be seen 


at Bad Harzburg and in Quedlinburg.”

The Boycott of German Ships 
Americans Answer to Hitler 


To the Editor of Tur Jewisn CHRONICLE 

Sin,--Your readers may be interested in the following instance of the 
anti-Naz feeling in the U.S.A. 

A fortnight ago I had to return unexpectedly to England from New 
York and, owing to the boom in transatlantic traffic, had some difficulty 
in getting a passage. Eyery boat seemed crowded almost to capacity, so 
when I was oflered very good accommodation on the one-class steamer 
* Pennland,”’’ of the Red Star Line, I accepted thankfully. 

On board, I discovered that I had a four-berth, outside cabin to 
myself. ‘This, at practically the height of the season! As I soon dis- 
covered, the value given was excellent, but the reason for the half-empty 
ship was quickly made clear when I saw a swastika at the masthead. 

As the ship had an English name, and called only at Southampton and 
Antwerp, 1t had not occurred to me that the Line could be German-owned. 

The first evening out, in the lounge, I learned that I had not been 
alone in being mistaken as to the colours under which the ship was sailing. 
About half the passengers were German, the rest American, with a sprink- 
ling of English and Belgian. Instinctively the English-speaking contingent 
drifted together—and for once found a subject other than the weather. 

In turn, a university professor from the Southern States, a smact 


young New York woman and a Boston business man voiced to me their 


surprise and chagrin, at being on a Nazi boat. 
that every non-German passenger felt as strongly, but it is certain that 
these threé were representative of a very large proportion of those on 
board, 

All these people were Gentiles, but later I discovered Jewish 
passengers on board under the same misapprehension. 


The voyage passed very pleasantly without any ‘‘incidents’’ of any 


kind; unless holding a Jewish Service on the Saturday, and giving it 
equal publicity with the Sunday Mass, can be called one! 

Here in England, it is difficult to estimate the strength of public 
opinion abroad, but from. this instance it certainly looks as if the man-in- 
the-street in America has his convictions. Travelling via Red Star ma 
mean a delightful trip, but if it means supporting the Nazi regime, why 
then, he’ll forgo his comfort and patronise some other company.

“ Pariser Tageblatt” and the Nazis 


Refugee Paper's Alleged Defection 
“A Gestapo ‘ Hold-Up"” 


FORMER EMPLOYEES START RIVAL PAPER 


A sensation was created in Paris among German refugee circ), 5 
last week by the announcement in the PARISER TAGEBLATT, whose 
Editor-in-Chief is Dr. Georg Bernhard, the former Editor of tlio 
VossIscue ZEITUNG, that the paper has gone over to the Nazis. 

“We are obliged to make known the following facts to our 
readers and to the public,” the announcement states: “The 
proprietor of the Pariser TAGEBLATT, Viadimir Poliakov, about ten 
days ago conducted negotiations with Dr. Schmolz, the chief of t) 
Press and Propaganda Department of the German Embassy in Pa: 
and the special Nazi representative for the supervision of Germ 
refugees in France. As a result, the Editor-in-Chief of the Paris: 
TAGEBLATT, Georg Bernhard, who is at present attending a congr. 
in America, has been dismissed. The Managing Director of t! 
paper has also been dismissed by Poliakoy, who told him that a 
Editor-in-Chief and a new Managing Director would take over the 


~ 


paper. Vladimir Poliakov further stated that the new Edito 
in-Chief would introduce a new orientation in the paper 


politics and would be more loyal to Hitler and his aims. 
After the members of the staff had learnt these facts, they decid 
at once to sever their connection with the paper. This is, ther 
fore, the last number of the free, anti-Nazi PARIsER TAGEBLAT?. 
From to-morrow, Friday, June 12th, the PARISER TAGESZEITUNG wi!! 
appear with the collaboration of the most famous German refuge 
writers, politicians ond journalists. Warned in time, we are able to 
prevent this Hitler propaganda coup and expose the shameless 
treachery of the proprietor of this paper. Our fight for peace, 
freedom and human rights against the National Socialist world 
incendiaries is to continue.” 


Was Georg Bernhard Dismissed ? 


Viadimir Poliakov, who is a Jew, has issued a denial of this 
announcement and has declared that be had never dismissed Dr. 
Bernhard. He had, he said, on the contrary, now cabled to him 
confirming his editorship of the paper. He had not gold the paper 
to Hitler and would continue to fight against Hitler for freedom. 

On the other hand, the Acting Chief Editor of the PARIsrr 
TAGEBLATT, Herr Caro, has confirmed the report and has stated that 
M. Poliakoy had told him that anew editor would be arriving from 
Berlin. Dr. Bernhard, who is in New York attending an American 
Jewish Congress conference, declares that M. Poliakov made use of 
his absence to negotiate with the Nazis, and added that Poliakov 
needed money, but declined the offer of assistance from Dr. 
Bernhard's friends. Dr. Bernhard further declared that he had 
received no cable from M. Poliakov confirming that he was stil! 
Editor-in-Chief of the PARiseER TAGEBLATT. He expressed his 
solidarity with his colleagues in Paris, and asked for American aid 
for the new paper, the PARISER TAGESZEITUNG, 

The PARISER TAGESZEITUNG has meanwhile made its appearance, 
and the first issue contains messages from M. Victor Basch, Chair- 
man of the French League for Human ‘Rights; Herr Rudolf 
Breitscheid, the former German Labour leader; and others. Dr. 
Bernhard is the Editor. The entire French Press commented 0 
the incident and expressed itself unfavourably on the part alleged 
to have been played by M. Poliakovy. “The Gestapo,” one paper 
wrote, “has attempted a ‘hold-up’ of the German refugee paper. ' 
It will be recalled that a mancuvre similar to the present alleged 
case was carried out by the Nazis in buying over the anti-Nazi 
WESTLAND, of Saarbriicken, prior to the Saar Plebiscite in 1935. 


“Croix de Feu” Leader's Visit to Synagogue 
Attends Memorial Service 


Last Sunday Colonel de la Roque, the leader of the Fascist 
“ Croix de Feu,” visited the Synagogue in the Rue de la Victoire, 
where he attended a memorial service for Jews who fell in the 
Great War. Prior to the ceremony, the “Croix de Feu” issued % 
statement proclaiming its “ respect for all religions and its aversiou 
from doctrines of hate which threaten to divide Frenchmen.” 

The ceremony was conducted by the Chief Rabbi of Paris, and 
Colonel de la Roque and the managing committee of the “ Croix 
de Feu” occupied the front rows. As the Colonel left the building, 
he was booed and jeered at by a crowd of demonstrators, who had 
collected outside and who were ultimately dispersed by the police.

American Jewish Congress Preparations 


DR. WISE’S OUTBURST 
[From our 

A fierce attack by Rabbi Dr. Stephen Wise on the attitude 
adopted by the American Jewish Committee in opposing the World 
Jewish Congress due to take place in Geneva in August was a 
feature of a two-day conference held in Washington this week, under 
the auspices of the American Jewish Congress. The object of the 
conference, which was attended by 1,100 delegates coming from 99 
cities throughout the United States and claiming to represent 
2,000,000 American Jews, was to elect World Congress delegates. A 
prominent speaker at the conference was Dr. Georg Bernhard, the 
German-Jewish publicist. 

There had been intimidation to prevent the World Congress 
from taking place, Dr. Wise alleged in his onslaught. He had 
received a letter from one Mid-Western city in which it was stated 
that “there will probably be no money for Palestine next year if 
you proceed with plans for the Congress.” Such tactics were not 
only unfair, Dr. Wise declared, but were playing into the bands of 
anti-Semitic organisations. 


Ambitious Plans 

Altogether, fifty-seven delegates were elected for the World 
Congress to represent American Jewry. The delegation, which is 
to be headed by Dr. Wise, Mr. Louis Lipsky, Judge Mack, Mr. Joseph 
Schlossberg and Rabbi Ashinsky, is to advocate the establishment of 
a Commission on civil and political rights to co-operate in presenting 
cases of infringement of Jewish rights to the League of Nations 
and to individual nations; the investigation of the sources and 
objects of anti-Jewish propaganda; the establishment of a research 
institute to study Jewish economic conditions; the setting up of a 
committee to democratise Jewish relief efforts; and the creation of 
an Executive Council to carry on the work of the World Congress 
in the intervals between sessions. 

Following the conference, Dr. Wise left for England, where he is 
to carry on his work in connection with the World Congress and 
Zionist questions. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


No “Interference with Greyshirts 


‘Freedom to Conduct Anti-Jewish Meetings 


Great dissatisfaction is expressed in Jewish quarters with the 
course of a debate in the South African House of Assembly on the 
question of banning anti-Semitic Greyshirt meetings. The feeling of 
the House appeared to be in favour of non-interference, on the 
grounds of preserving the principle of “free speech,” and little 
regard was paid to the dangers of anti-Jewish agitation. Even 
General Smuts and the Labour spokesman, Mr. Madeley, disappointed 
Jewry on this occasion with their utterances on the question, and 
their statements are being contrasted with those of Sir John Simon 
and Mr. Herbert Morrison during the debate in the House of 
Commons on Fascist anti-Jewish attacks. As for the extreme 
Nationalist Party of Dr. Malan, its attitude on Jewish questions 
appears to have taken a distinctly anti-Jewish turn. It not only 
deprecates any restrictions on Greyshirt meetings, but is also 
opposing the boycott of German goods and German-Jewish 
immigration into South Africa.

More Disturbances in Minsk 


Anti-Jewish Incitement Continues 


COUNTRY-WIDE TERRORISM 
[From our Correspondent—WARSAW | 


Attempts by the Jews in Minsk-Mazowiecki to return to normal 
life following the recent terrible pogrom are be g greatly hindered 
by renewed attacks. Despite increased police putrols, a number of 
Jews were beaten and wounded last week. At the market, peasants 
boycotted Jews, while at the entrances to the town leaflets were 
distributed inciting to fresh anti-Jewish attacks. 

Apart from Minsk, anti-Jewish disturbances occurred in many 
localities. In Vilna, five Jews were gravely wounded. In Riki, near 
Warsaw, Jews were beaten and a Jewish house set on fire. In 
Wlochy, a bomb was thrown into a Jewish shop. In Otwock, several 
Jews were beaten and a Rabbi gravely injured with an iron bar. 
One of the attackers was detained. In Grochow, near Warsaw, a 

ew was stabbed in his shop and an attack was staged on the shop 
of aJewess. Okun, alittle town also near Warsaw, was the scene of 
repeated attacks. Jewish houses were stoned and the windows of 
the Synagogue smashed. Jewish houses were stoned in Wolomin 
and the cemetery desecrated. A number of Jews were wounded in 
Wawer, Falenicy, Ciechanow, Pustelnik and smaller localities around 
Warsaw. In Lemberg, a Jewish student named Salomon Rosenman 


has died of knife wounds received in the University during attacks 
on Jewish students a fortnight ago. So numerous are the present 


- attacks that it is almost impossible to collect complete figures of all 


those beaten and injured. 

Accompanying the attacks is a fierce campaign in the Anti- 
Semitic press which is using every opportunity to incite the mob to 
fresh attacks. 

Even the trial in Radom for the Przytyk pogrom, which is 
arousing the utmost interest throughout the country, is being 
utilised for this purpose. It is regrettable that sections of the press, 
which have hitherto abstained from anti-Jewish propaganda are now 
indulging in it in the most disquieting manner. In Warsaw, there 
has been an alarming increase of anti-Jewish slogan writing ou 
pavements and walls and in public places. 

Most surprising is the fact that despite the wild anti-Jewish 
propaganda flooding the country, the authorities have categorically 
refused permission for the holding of a Congress to combat anti- 
Semitism called by the “ Left" Jewish parties for this month, on 
the grounds that the present moment is “ inopportune.” A “ Right" 
Poale Zion Conference against anti-Semitism has also been prohibited. 


“The Government views with disfavour the boycott of Jewish 
merchants organised by the Endek Party,” Mr. H. A. Goodman, of the 
Joint Foreign Committee, was informed by the Foreign Office in: Warsaw 
last week. It was added that the Prime Minister had no intention of 
countenancing such activities. Speaking to a delegation of Jewish 
traders last week, the Prime Minister assured them that all Polish citizens 
who pay their taxes were fully entitled to carry on their trade without 
any discrimination. 

Although persons attacking Hitler have been sentenced in Poland to 
terms of imprisonment on the grounds of insulting the head of a foreign 
State, the anti-Semitic Press is indulging unchallenged in attacks on Léon 
Blum, whose Government is described as a “ dangerous Jewish affair.” 

Members of the Polish Socialist Party in Otwock have distributed 
leaflets among the Polish population requesting them to refrain from 
attacking the Jewsand asserting that the Polish workers will energetically 
defend the Jews against hooligans. 

A delegation of the Paris League for Human Rights has arrived in 
Warsaw for the purpose of investigating recent anti-Semitic disturbances. 
A visit has already been‘ made to Miusk-Mazowiecki, and the delegation 
proposes to visit Przytyk and other scenes of anti-Jewish attacks.

TRANSACTIONS OF THE JEWISH HISTORICAL 
SOCIETY OF ENGLAND 


The thirteenth volume of the Transactions OF THE JEWISH 
Historica Socirery or ENGLAND, which has just been distnbuted to 
members, is by some fifty pages the bulkiest that has yet appeared. 
It may be stated also that it is one of the most interesting, and almost 
the most varied; for every facet of Anglo-Jewish history ~medieval 
and modern, metropolitan, provincial and colonial—is represented in it.

Pride of place is given to Mr. Wilfred Samuel's study—a mono- 
graph rather than an article—-on the Jewish colonists of Barbados in 
1680. It is a fascinating picture that he draws of these lusty proneers, 
with their prety and then squabbles and their slaves and their over- 
bedizened women-folk and their fine sense of Jewish solhdanty. It 
is a pity that the author winds up with the reprint.of a fifteen-year-old 
sketch of the decline of. the Congregation, which does not take into 
account the sad last phase of all. Mr. Samuel calls particlar attention 
to the share taken by Jews in British colonial development, as demon- 
strated by his Barbados colonists. This brings his article into line with 
Mr. S. A. Rochlin’s on Nathaniel Isaacs—that adventurous English 
Jew who played a part of paramount importance in the colonisation of 
Natal, and whose “ Travels and Adventures in Eastern Africa” 1s 
almost classical. -(A centenary re-issue 1s now in the press.) 

An Anglo-Jewish worthy of a different type was the great 
medieval financier, Aaron of York, of whose career, vicissitudes and 
transactions the Rev. Michael Adler gives a well-documented account 

the first medieval Anglo-Jewish biography since that of Aaron of 
Lincoln, published by Joseph Jacobs some forty years ago. 

Anether medieval contribution of particular importance is Miss 
Sarah Cohen's study of Oxford Jewry in the thirteenth century : 
am over-modest title, for it is in fact all but a history of the Jews in 
(sxford in the Middle Ages, worthy of being set by the side of Mr. 
Adler's monographs on Canterbury, Bristol and Exeter. 

Mr. Cecil Roth's article on the Portsmouth Community and its 
Historical Background, delivered last year as the tirst Lady Magnus 
Memorial Lecture, is the first real study of any of the eighteenth- 
century provincial Communities. The story, based to a large extent 
on an old Mohel Book discovered at Portsmouth, is occasionally 
cramatic and sometimes—a rarer quality—amusing. It is interesting 
to find that the trumph of the Chief Rabbinate, as an institution, 
dates back to the middle of the eighteenth century. 

Two other papers deal with the eighteenth century—Mr. M. J. 
Landa’s on Kitty Villareal, the Da Costas and Samson Gideon, which 
presents in a more scientific form the material gathered for that 
delightful novel, “ Kitty Villareal”: and Dr. J. Rumney’s on Anglo- 
Jewry as seen through foreign eyes, 1730-1830—a most attractive 
medley, packed with good things. If mention of the Chief Rabbi's 
paper, on “ The Battle for the Sabbath at Geneva,’ is left for the end, 
it is because it deals with the most recent history of all, and extends 
the interest of the volume to events of world importance. 

The vitality of Anglo-Jewish. intellectual life is abundantly 
demonstrated by this volume, which should finally remove the impres- 
sion which prevails in some circles that the Jewish Historical Society of 
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England is insular in its interests, and that its work concerns Lon). ), 
Jewry rather than that of the country as a whole.

Although the main body of the book consists only of thirty-five pa 
‘the remaining fifty-eight pages being made wp cf an appendix and pn 
and references), there is sufficient in them to convince the most scept 
of the remarkable range of the grammatical knowledge possessed by 
teachers of the Mishnah. They no longer appear as mere quibblers by 
on forcing their particular views into the text, but as pursuing a meth 
of exegesis which on the whole can stand the test of modern criticism, an! 
which, subject to the acceptance of their belief in the unity of Scripture, 
is essentially not unlike that of present-day philologians and Bible inter- 
preters. Their syntactical observations reflect a thorough familiarity wi: 
the grammar of the Hebrew language, which the absence.of a scient 
terminology did not obscure; and their theory of the affimty of the mean- 
ing of words that have one or more strong roots in common is gradua!!, 
gaining wide acceptance to-day. Their etymology, lkewise, is found in 
most cases to be sound, and the meanings grven by them to unusual wor:s, 
are generally correct and often corroborated by kindred languages. 

The Appendix, already referred to, whch provides the English tran:- 
lation of Biblical passages in the light of Mishnaic exegesis, in the order in 
which they occur m Scrnpture, will prove to many not the least importa: 
part of the work. No student of rabbinics reading the book will fail to be 
indebted to the author for his important publication, which makes ono 
realise, perhaps as never before, the valuable aid afforded by the Mishnal 
for the correct and critical understanding of the Bible.

apt to become very confused and 
to wonder what exactly Mr. Left- 
wich is driving at. 

He is a realist and he subjects 
Ziomsm and other projects for 
relieving the Jewish world-malaise 
to a merciless though not unfair 
analysis. He leads up finally to 
the enquiry whether it were not 
possible to wed ** land- 
hunger with ‘* land-immigrant- 
hunger,”’ pointing to Australia as 
the most likely country where such 
a umon could be effected with the 
happiest results. It sounds sensible on paper, and Mr. Leftwich makes 
play with a lot of unanswerable and uncomfortable logic. But if logic 
were the only factor, the Jewish problem would have been solved long 
ago. The enemies of the Jews and even their professed friends do not deal 
with fogic, and the Jews themselves are the most illogical of all. The 
Chalutzim are nearly all logical. 

It was probably illogical for the Zionist Congress to have rejected the 
British offer of territory in East Africa. It is illogical, as Mr: Leftwich 
humself records, for the Jewish farmer, happily settled in the Argentine, 
to subsenbe to the Keren Hayesod. He quotes Zangwill on the East 
Afnca inewdent: ** The only comfort I can find in the whole episode is 
that it supphes yet another refutation of the calumny that the ‘ Elders 
of Zion ' wish to conquer the world. Why, they would not have it as a 
gift.”’

Mr. Leftwich is frank enough to tell us how the very project he now 
propounds afresh was met with a non possumus when Zangwill himself 
approached Canadian and Australian statesmen, vet he is illogical enough 
to want to start all over again, merely because it seems such a perfectly 
logical thing to do. 

Stefan Zweig, in his foreword, commends the idea that national and 
international emigration should proceed side by side, adding: ‘* this dua! 
form of action seems to me entirely in the tradition of Jewish history.’ 
He foresees that the plan is impossible without internal unity thereon, and 
is apparently illogical enough to suppose it conceivable. 

Mr. Leftwich, the realist, is under no such delusion. He again quotes 
Zangwill: ** The evasion of all root question’ in the interests of a sham 
unity will one day have to be paid for, and with heavy interest,’’ and he 
points out that not even in Zionism has a united front been preserved. 
Indeed, he declares, with a show of truth, that had Zionists accepted the 
doctrine of one disciplined united front there never would have been a 
Zionist organisation, for ‘* the first Zionist Congress met against the very 
strongly expressed wishes of the great majority of the representative 
Jews and Jewish organisations of the time, and in defiance of their 
protests.” 

The weak point of the whole of the Leftwich thesis is that Jewish 
resources are limited and that there is more hope in the concentration of 
such resources on one objective which has the driving force of an age-long 
idealist tradition behind it, such as the up-building of the National Home 
in Palestine, than in the dissipation of these resources in schemes which, 
though plausible on paper, are faced with tremendous obstacles and could 
never command the same body of Jewish assent. 

Mr. Leftwich has, however, rendered a service in forcibly restating 
the Jewish problem, and if the Gentile world can only be brought to study 
the question as he presents it, some good might be anticipated—if only 
logic could prevail. 

As we have said, Mr. Leftwich is animated by tremendous sincerity, 
and sincerity may move mountains. |

This agricultural High School was 
founded by the Federation of Jewish Farmers in 1934 with the object of 
deepening the knowledge and interest of the Jewish youth in Palestine 
in agricultural matters. Some of the leaders of the Farmers’ Association, 
4s indeed many others, have been gravely concerned about the neglect of 
uoplanting into the Jewish youth in Palestine greater attachment to the 
soil and a deeper knowledge of agricultural matters. The agricultural 
school in Pardess Chanah was founded as a corrective, and in the short 
Period of its existence it has already produced good practical results.

Stronger Measures at Last 


DEATH PENALTY FOR SERIOUS CRIMES 


The situation in Palestine this week has remained more or less 
unchanged. Although no fresh variety of outrage has occurred, con- 
ditions show little sign of improvement. Destruction of property, bomb- 
throwing and ambushing go on, and generally there is no security for 
those who are in opposition to the Arab gangsters. While this reign of 
terror continues—and it has been allowed to go on for nine woeeks— 
Palestine, in the eyes of the world, must inevitably constitute something 
of a reproach to the efficiency of .British ruie. 

The introduction, last Saturday, of capital punishment for terrorists 
is an indication that the Palestine Government is at last awaking to a 
realisation of the seriousness of the situation and an understanding of the 
criminal mentality of those elements responsible for disorder. 

A number of law-abiding Arabs are being obliged to leave Palestine to 
escape from the blackmailing activities of the criminal clique which is 
organising the disordors. 


The Government published in the official Gazette on Saturday the 
announcement that penalties of death or imprisonment for life may 
be inflicted by Civil Courts on persons convicted for the following 
crimes: Firing at naval, air or military forces; bomb throwing, or 
the use of other explosives; interference with the workings of the 
harbours, railways, waterways, property, railway stations or water 
supplies; damaging or interfering with material or property con- 
nected with the above-mentioned; damaging or interfering with the 
telegraph and telephone wires and other means of communication ; 
dimaging or interfering with aircraft or aerodrome landing grounds ; 
obstructing and endangering the safety of ships, trains, aircraft and 
locomotives. 

An order has also been enacted giving the military the right to 
demand. of villagers the removal of barricades, nails and other 
impediments obstracting the proper use of the roads. District 
Commissioners are empowered to appropriate, on bebalf of the High 
Commissioner, avy house, building or construction from which fire- 
arms were discharged, bombs exploded, or other explosives thrown, 
or from which inbabitants committed offences involving intimida- 
tion. No compensation will be given to the owner for houses 
appropriated or demolished. 

Continuing, the official Gazette states that all newspapers must 


receive a new permit, which the High Commissioner may refuse, 


without assigning the reason. Villagers and house owners com- 


mitting an offence, or conniving and abetting at the commission of | 


the offence, or failing to render assistance to discover the offenders, 
conniving at the escape of or harbouring offenders, or combining to 
suppress evidence, are liable to a collective fine of either cash or 
livestock to be payable forthwith. 

The Government is offering £500 reward for the apprehension 
of each of the murderers of the twenty-four Jews, four Arabs. one 
Austrian Christian,-and one British constable killed since the 
beginning of the disturbances on April 19th. 


The direct damages to Jewish property since April 19th are 
estimated at £150,000.

Sir Arthur Wauchope visited Mishmar Haemek last week where 
surrounded by settlers and members of the Hashomer Hazair, \\c 
entered the forest area which was burnt and viewed ‘the picture 
of 20,000 trees covering the hillside, completely destroyed. 

The settlers pointed out that this was the eleventh case of 
incendiarism in the forest, 30,000 trees, out of a total 200,000, having 
already been destroyed, and urged the imposition of heavy collective 
fines on all the neighbouring Arab villages as a preventive measure. 

Mr. Shertok, who accompanied the High Commissioner, 
introduced representatives of the neighbouring settlements, inc) ud- 
ing a Polish Rabbi, an old Kurdish Jew and two members of tlc 
German youth Aliyah. They all pressed for reinforcement of the 
local defence by the enlistment of suitable settlers as super 
numerary police, properly armed. Mr. Shertok pointed out that a!! 
these demands were included in an application submitted by the 
Jewish Agency, urging for the special enlistment of supernumerary 
police throughout the country, which in the light of the experience 
of the last two months in the Ain Harod area had acquired 
special urgency. 

Sir Arthur Wauchope also visited the new Yoknaim settlement, 
where a young fruit garden, which had been planted on an extensive 
area formerly wilderness, had been almost destroyed by uprooting. 


Sniping and Massed Attacks 


Two Jewish lorries were proceeding to Jerusalem, on Sunday, 
when they were shotat from an ambush on the hairpin bends above 
Motza. A Jewish watchman, Jacob Gerzon, who was sitting next to one 
of the drivers, was wounded in the chest and died on Tuesday. An 
assistant driver, Moshe Gerach, was slightly injured. Gerzon was 
twenty-one years old and had emigrated from Riga four years ago. 
Jewish watchmen at Arza Sanatorium, including Dr. Adolf Reifen- 
berg, lecturer at the Hebrew University, repulsed the attackers. 
Troops arrived an hour later. 


A convoy of the Palestine Potash Company, consisting of several! 
lorries and an autobus carrying Jewish labourers to the Dead Sea 
from Jerusalem, was fired at on Sunday. Moshe Kraus, the driver 
of one of the lorries, was seriously injured and two labourers, Stcin 
and Yanowsky, were wounded slightly. 

A barrier of stones had been erected across the road and when 


members of the convoy got down to remove them they were fired on 
by Arabs hidden in the hills. 


Aeroplanes and machine-guns were used on Saturday night to 
defeat an Arab attack on Tel Yoseph, at the foot of Mount Gilead. 

When telephone wires were cut for the second night in succession 
the colonists were convinced that an attack was imminent. They 
warned the military post at Ain Harod, which immediately sent over 
two machine-guns which were posted in a house fronting the main 
entrance to the settlement. All the children had been collected in 
the house. | 

The attack began at 10 p.m., when a number of Arabs engage! 
the outpost of watchmen, while the main body attacked the frov' 
entrance, where they met with vigorous resistance. 

‘Two aeroplanes then arrived. They fired Verey lights, and, 


_ flying low, lit up the whole Arab force with their searchlights. The 


Arabs could be plainly seen lying down and firing without taking 
any cover. They were later seen removing their wounded. 


, A bomb exploded in a railway carriage as a train stopped at 
‘Kalkilyeh station (on the Haifa-Lydda line) last Friday. Eighteen 
Jews were wounded and two Indian Moslems were also slightly 
wounded and received treatment in the Government hospital 1» 
Jerusalem. 

As a sequel to the bomb explosion, the authorities have ordered 
the station to be closed down. This is the second station to be 
closed, the first being that at Ramleh, for a similar offence. | 
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Palestine Bears Cost of Troops 
MR. ORMSBY-GORE’S STATEMENTS 
IMPROPER TO ANALYSE SITUATION NOW 


Capt. PETER MACDONALD (C., Isle of Wight) asked the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies on Monday, whether he was 
in a position to make any statement as to the causes of the recent 
Arab unrest in Palestine; whether this was in any way due to 
propaganda ; if so, what had been the source of such propaganda; 
and who would bear the cost of the additional military assistance 
which has bad to be called in to deal with the situation, 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE replied that the causes of unrest in Palestine 
would be one of the matters to be enquired into by the Royal Com- 
mission, and in the circumstances it would be improper for him to 
attempt to analyse them at. the moment. 

As regards the additional military assistance, the Palestine Govern- 
ment would bear the extra cost in respect of the various units due to 
their being stationed in Palestine. 


Capt. MACDONALD asked When the Commission would be set up 
and proceed to Palestine. ; 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE said it would only be set up when law and 
order were fully restored and the British administration was ina posi- 
tion to guarantee safety and peace in that country. 

Mr. T. WintiAms (Lab., Don Valley) asked whether the Govern- 
ment had any information as to the cause of the present disturbances, 
and what action the leader of the Mohammedan population, whose 
salary was paid by the British Government, was taking to attempt 
to quell the riots. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE said; “It is quite definitely wrong to state 
that the leader of the Mohammedan population, namely, the Grand 
Mufti, is paid by the British Goveroment. Let me contradict it 
clearly, here and now, as if might lead to serious trouble through 
the Mohammedan world if it was thought that the head of any 
religious community was being paid by the British Government. 
I have many views as to the various causes of unrest in the Near 
and Middle East, bat it would be most improper, as the Government 
has announced the appointment of an impartial Royal.Commission 
to examine and hear evidence on this question, for me to attempt to 
. give my view.”

Mr. Ghory Statcs the Arab Case 


NO WISH TO SELL FREEDOM FOR PROSPERITY 


Mr. Emil Ghory, Editor of Au Liwa and Secretary of the Pales- 
tine Arab Party, put the Arab case at a Meeting of the Near and 
Middle East Association last week. The fantastic nature of his 
arguments and the speciousness of his allegations wit be apparent 
to all acquainted with the subject. 

Mr. Ghory said that the Arabs insisted on three main points: 
the stoppage of immigration, the stoppage of land sales, and the 
formation of constitutional Governmeut. Jewish immigration was 
feared by the Arabs, he said, because it would inevitably make the 
Jews a majority in the country, aud he alleged that the High Com- 
missioner bad said at Nablus that the number of Jewish illegal 
immigrants into Palestine was as much as the legal immigrants. 
That, he said, was against the spirit of the Mandate and a direct 
infringement of the rights of the native inhabitants of the land. 

“ We do not’ want to sell our liberty and freedom for whatever 
prosperity Jewish immigrants bring into Palestine,” be said, and he 
dismissed the argument of prosperity in the land as “ artificial.” 

Mr. Ghory went on to say that the Jews were a menace to the 
Holy Places, and he attacked the Palestine Government for giving 
the Huleh concession to the Jews. He further claimed that under 
the Turks the Arabs in Palestine enjoyed great liberty (tc), whereas 
now all they could hope for was inunicipal self-government. In 
conclusion, be said that Arabs were not trying to use force to make 
the Government do their will. “If youdo them justice,’ .he asserted, 
“you will find the Palestine Arabs the same Arabs of 1916, who 
stretched out their hands to the British when they needed them. 

Lord Lamington, President of the Association, said that in 1917 
he had sposen in favour of the Balfour Declaration, but since 
visiting Palestine he realised th’ impracticability and impossibility 
of carrying out the various promises that had been made to the 
people of that country. He had no solution to offer and despaired 
of the problem of the promises made ever being solved. 

General Sir George MacMunn, who presided, said that the 
Balfour Declaration bad been made to the Jews and there was no 
way out of it. A solution must be found fair to both sides. They 
were in the midst of an armed rebeHion, he said, and the only thing 
to do was to bring pressure to bear on the Government to make it 
take a strong line sympathetic to both sides. “We have made the 
Balfour Declaration and we have no alternative but to accept it,’ 
he concluded. 
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Increased Strength of British Forces 


13,000 POLICE AND MILITARY 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM ] 


With the arrival of an eighth battalion in Palestine, there are 
now two brigades in Palestine of British infantry. Southern 
Brigade headquarters have for the time being been established at 
the King David Hotel at Jerusalem, whilst Northern Brigade 
headquarters are to be at Haifa. 

The eight battalions forming the Palestine garrison number 
between 6,000 to 7,000 men. In addition, there are about two 
thousand blue-jackets at Haifa, some of whom will be used, in 
conjunction with the company of Royal Engineers, to. man the 
railways system in the event of a strike of Arab employees. The 
Palestine Police Force comprises 3,000 men, and there are from 500

; f to 1,000 Englishmen and Jews who have been enrolled as special 
constables and supernumerary police or watchmen, The Transjordan 
gai Frontier Force consists of about 1,000 men. There are also two 
squadrons of the Royal Air Force, armoured car units, and a 
ick section of the Light Tank Corps. 

: 7} This gives Palestine a total strength of police and military 


forces estimated at 15,000 to 14,000 men, or one guard for every 100 
head of population. 


Damage to Jewish Property 


Many hundreds of thousands of trees, covering well over a 
thousand acres, have been destroyed by Arab vandals during the 
past two months in the groves and vineyards of Palestine. In some 
groves as many as 5,000 trees have been ruthlessly hacked down or 
burned in this way. 

The damage done to the forests and to other Jewish property in 
town and countryside since April 19th, irrespective of the compen- 
sation for loss of life or maimirg, is estimated to run into’ six 
figures. The Jewish Agency has now undertaken to register the 
total damage and the claims put forward by Jewisli residents. If is 
not expected that the collective punishments imposed on various 
Arab villages wiil amount to even a twentieth of the amounts to be 
claimed. 

Many Arab merchants and wealthy people of that community 
have left the country because of the blackmail waged against them. 
They were threatened by “racketeers”’ that their lives would be 
forfeit unless they contributed substantial amounts to the funds of 
the Strike Committee. Rather than stay to .be victimised by the 
paid gangsters of the Strike Committee, the Arab wealthy class 
preferred to live in voluntary exile in neighbouring countries such 
as Egypt and Syria, or further afield in Switzerland. 


Closing the Ranks of the Yishuv 
AN EFFECT OF THE DISTURBANCES 
[from our Correspondent—JERUSALEM } 


One of the effects of the 1936 disturbances has been to draw the 
Jewish population, at variance with itself on so many occasions, 
more closely together as a corporate body. An instance of this bas 
been the agreement reached between the Jewish Agency, the Vaad 
Leumi, and the hitherto dissident Agudath Israel to review the 
situation together at weekly meetings and to maintain contact in 
other directions. 

The Jews of Palestine would, however, be more contented—so 
far as their internal welfare is concerned—were other reactionary 
elements to come into line. A fusion of all forces in Palestine 
Jewry, such as De. Weizmann so ardently urged during the past 
winter and spring, would furnish the proper answer to those who 
are atlacking its body and plaguing its soul. 


Help Needed for Jaffa’s Refugees 


NEW HOMES TO BE BUILT 


There are still approximately 7,500 people without homes 
sheltering in Tel-Aviv. Schools, synagogues and public institu. 
tions are crammed with refugees, writes our Jerusalem corres- 
.pondent. Owing to the danger of epidemics, the immediate 
necessity of providing permanent housing has arisen. Many of 
these people who lived in Arab quarters refuse to return to their 


. homes, a considerable number of which in any event were burned 
down or looted. 


A campaign has been launched by the Tel-Aviv Municipality for 
contributions to a fund to provide permanent buildings for these 
refugees, of whom the majority are Oriental Jews. The intention 
is to give them clean, comfortable cottages lying north of Tel-Aviv, 
and thus to transfer them permanently from the Jaffa slums. About 
1,000 families are involved, and the scheme would therefore cost 


well over £100,000.

British Officers Wounded 
THE TALE OF DESTRUCTION GOES ON 
REPORTS IN BRIEF 


A British police officer, Mr. Alan Sigrist, was shot last Friday 
by an Arab as he was driving in his car along the road to Jericho, 
accompanied by a British constable named Doxat. Near the 
Archeological Museum, two Arabs opened fire with revolvers from 
the side of the road. The constable returned the fire, hit one of the 
Arabs, and then tried to take the steering-wheel os Mr. Sigrist 
collapsed, but was not in time to prevent the car from swerving 
over the edge of the road, and rolling some way down the steep 
slope, throwing the two men clear, Constable Doxat was slightly 
injured. Mr. Sigrist’s condition is still uncertain. The wounded 
Arab, who proved to be a schoolmaster, has since died. His com. 
panion escaped. 


A loud explosion occurred at Haifa on Monday in a block of 
service flats inhabited by many. British families. An officer of the 
North Lancashire Regiment, resident there, saw a suspicious-looking 
Arab outside, and fired at him. He then ran out and captured the 
man. The building was slightly damaged, but no one was injured. 


The authorities closed a conference room of the Strike Com 
mittee in Jerusalem on Wednesday. According to the instructions 
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of the Government Educational Department, two schools were 
closed at Bethlehem after the authorities had warned the parents 
that unless ‘the children returned to school, they would be closed. 
The Arab parents took no notice of the warning, 


The District Commissioner of Haifa has ordered Arab shop- 


keepers in the two main streets and in the old market to oper 
their stores. 


Two thousand orange and grapefruit trees were destroyed by 
vandals in Kfar Yona, in the Sharon, on Tuesday. Police dogs 
brought about the arrest of twenty-one Arab villagers. 


Fifteen Arab agitators were banished to the military camp a 
Sarafend near Lydda, on Tuesday, including Mr. Sheh Hassan Abu 


Sahud, President of the Moslem Religious Court, who was the moving 
spirit behind the riots in 1929. 


A number of Arabs exiled to Auja El Hafir have been transferred 
to Sarafend. 

The Transjordan Government, following the example of the 
Palestine Government, is sending into exile agitators who have 
been inciting the Bedouin tribes against the Government. Akaba, 
at the head of the Gulf of Akaba, in South-Western Transjordan, 
has been selected as the place of exile. 


Intensified blackmailing action is being taken against rich 
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Arabs in Jaffa who do not wish to contribute towards the strike 
funds. Several Arabs were attacked in the streets on Monday. 


One hundred dunams of orange trecs were uprooted in an orange 
grove near Ben Shemen on Monday; a watchman was tied up and 
beaten by the attackers who also burnt downabhut. This is the 
largest area uprooted since the outbreak of the disturbances. 


Arab villagers have come to Gedera imploring Jewish employers 
to allow them to resume work. It is reported that a deputation of 
Arab elders from the neighbouring village of Katra have also 
appealed to the Jewish owners at Gedera to employ Arab labour. 


In view of the present circumstances, the Jewish farmers refused 
the request. 


Four factories are to be set up in the buildings of the Levant 
Fair. The Maspero cigarette factory, which is a large international 
concern located in Jaffa, will occupy one of these until the disturb- 
ances are over. Part of the buildings will be used as warehouses 
for the goods at Tel-Aviv port. 


Mr. Sidney Allen on Palestine Prospects 
TRIBUTE TO JEWISH ENTERPRISE 
THE UNWANTED ROYAL COMMISSION 


Mr. Sidney Allen, Chairman of Eastova, Ltd., owners of the 


Shemen Company, in the course of his address at Eastova’s Annual 
Meeting, said : 


‘ Perhaps I ought to give shareholders my views on the present 
position in Palestine. My qualifications to express an opinion, for what it 
13 worth, are, I think, peculiar. 

** I am, I believe, one of two Christian Englishmen at the head and 
in ultimate control of one of the larger and better-known commercial 
undertakings in Palestine... . 

‘* Let me give one instance of the contrast in farming by the Arab 
and the Jew, which is of particular interest to you. ... In 1930, the Jews 
bought 200 tons of our cattle cake, and in 1934, 4,100 tons. We estimate 
that in 1936 the Jews will buy 6,000 tons. The Arabs buy none. It is 
not surprising that, according to the latest figures I have, the average 
milk production of the Jews is 3,500 litres {or 777 gallons) per annum 
per cow, against an average production by the Arabs of 500 litres (or 111 
gallons) per annum per cow... . 

** It is worth noting that most good will is observed where Arab and 
Jew are farming alongside, and where the Arab ts learning from the Jew. 

‘* [| submit that before all things the Government are required now 
to make it clear without a peradventure of a doubt that the controlled 
immigration of the Jews will continue. The proposal to follow past 
Royal Commissions with yet another will serve only to leave everyone in 
doubt when there should be no doubt. It would be incredible that the 
grievances of the Arabs have not been known and assessed by the Govern- 
ment long since. The fact is that every Government Department and 
official knows what the Arab spokesmen do not conceal—namely, that the 
said spokesmen, for whatever reason, do not want the Jews in the country 
at any price. 

‘* But if there is room for discussion as to how far the immigration of 
the Jews should proceed, ‘ Shemen,’ as a British-owned company, carrying 
on business in a country ruled by a British Government, can surely expect 
that civil order will be restored and that we shall be free to go about our 
lawful occasions without hindrance.”’ 


Lord Melchett’s Plea for Self Defence 
NEIGHBOURING EUROPEAN NATIONS IMPERILLED 


“The last thing we desire is that others should be injured in our 
defence,” wrote Lord Melchett to the DAILv TELEGRAPH on Monday. 

“Surely the Government should allow our young men to enlist 
in specially formed units to fight for our own rights as the young 
men of Palestine are longing to do,” be continued. 

“Ifthe Arabs .. . . had not the National Home to attack, 
they would be attacking the British Mandate in Palestine just as 
they are attacking the French Mandate in Syria. . . . If conces- 
sions are made to this terrorist outburst, the position of the European 
nations along the whole Eastern and Southern coast of the Mediter 
ranean will be imperilled. . . . 

“The National Home should be supported both in theory and 
practice; the Jewish population organised to defend it, and their 
proved creative capacity allowed to produce those conditions in 
which the population can be made sufficiently numerous to obviate 
the danger of future onslaughts. 

“The advantages of this to the British Empire are obvious. 
. » « The security of the complex of Imperial interests can be 
better assured by a large European population than by the few 
battalions that.can be spared.” ‘ 


Attitude of German Press

from the Nazis only to be beaten by the Arabs. The bewildered 
Jew is preparing to flee from Palestine and is cursing the Holy 
Land for having offered a false refuge. In a long article in a recent 
umber of the VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER, Herr Alfred Rosenberg, 
the chief doctrinaire of the Nazi party, analyses the events which 
led up.to tha Balfour Declaration, and comes to the conclusion that 
the Arabs are justified in their demands for a suspension of Jewish 
immigration, He does, however, admit the great need of the Jews 
for a place of immigration and makes a proposal that Jewish 
immigration should be allowed to certain parts of Palestine only.

Jabotinsky in Poland 


NEED FOR A JEWISH LEGION 


[From our Correspondent—Warsaw] 


The demand for “the immediate creation of a Jewish Legion to 
defend the Jews in Palestine, and for the resignation of the High 
Commissioner,’ was put forward by Viadimir Jabotinsky at a public 
meeting of several thousand Jews in Warsaw, last Thursday. The 
meeting followed a Congress of the Brith Trumpeldor which was 
attended by the Revisionist leader and several hundred delegates, 
“As @ consequence of the present situation and the events in 
Palestine, the creation of a Jewish Legion to defend the defenceless 
Jewish homes is a necessity,’ said Jabotinsky. 

Many Jewish young men in Poland, especially ex-Servicemen, 
have passed resolutions expressing their readiness to go and defend 
the Jews in Palestine if given the opportunity. They feel it an insult 
that the Jews are not allowed to defend themselves at this hour. 

Jabotinsky’s call was welcomed by large sections of Polish Jewry 
and his popularity in Poland appears to be growing rapidly.

Sir Herbert Samuel in Belgium 
NOT PESSIMISTIC REGARDING THE FUTURE 


Sir Herbert Samuel addressed a meeting of Jewish communal workers 
in Antwerp recently, and reassured the Jews concerning the situation in 
Palestine. He declared that he knew both Palestine and the English 
political world well, and present events in Palestine did not make him 
pessimistic regarding the future Jewish constructive work in the country. 
A well-developed Palestine, he said, could support 3,000,000 people, and 
the English Government was one which respected promises. 

As a result of the visit of Sir Herbert Samuel to Belgium, in the course 
of which he was received by the King of the Belgians, it is hoped that a 
sum of £30,000 will be raised for the German Jews. 


Pilgrimage to Herzl's Grave 


Over ten thousand people took part on Sunday in the annual 
pilgrimage to the grave of Dr. Theodor Herzl, in the Vienna Jewish 
cemetery. It was the thirty-second anniversary of his death.

£7,000 RAISED 


An “At Home’ was held on Wednesday evening by Dr. and Mrs. 
S. Sacks, 37, Mapesbury Road, N.W., at which the Marquess of 
Reading, K.C., gave an address on the Fourth German Appeal. Rabbi 
Rabinowitz presided. 

Lord Reading said that there were people who sometimes said that 
they were tired of these repeated German Appeals. He would ask them 
to pause and try to unagime whether the Jews of Germany were not just 
as tired of the causes which led to the Appeals. This, actually their 
fourth appeal, had the great ment of being a systematic and planned 
appeal destined to extend its operations over a period of years, based on 
sound permanent knowledge of the problems involved, and was being 
influentially led. It was. night that such an appeal should command the 
united support of the whole Jewish Community. There was a tendency 
to-day, in certain quarters, notably among non-Jews, to suggest that 
things in Germany were getting better for the Jews, and that earlier 
troubles were settling down. “* I wish that were true,’’ said Lord Reading, 
‘* but it is my opinion that after the Olympic Games we shall witness a 
recrudescence, perhaps in an even intensified form, of the campaign of 
violence against Jews in Germany.’’ 

With the new Nationalism that had seized upon all the nations, he 
said, there was no part of the habitable globe which had not raised barriers 
of restriction against immigration. However, to-day there were lands 
which welcomed the asset of the thnft and energy of these German people 
who were determined to build up their lives outside the land which had 
ejected them. . Their greatest possible hopes, of course, rested in Palestine, 
whither fifty per cent. of the German emigrants had already gone. The 
prospects in Palestine at the moment, said Lord Reading, were not too 
attractive to those anxious for rest and quiet. However, they had not 
had one single case of a German Jew who had refused to go to Palestine. 
even since the present troubles there had begun. These troubles were a 
passing phase, said Lord Reading, and he refused to believe the British 
Government would make the slightest concessions to the show of violence 
with which it was at present threatened in Palestine. 
Jewish population in Palestine, every English Jew and every Jew through- 
out the world owed a tnbute of admiration and gratitude for the discipline, 
patience and restraint they had displayed throughout the present crisis. 

As a result of the meeting, Rabbi Rabinowitz announced that over 
£7,000 had been promised by less than fifty members of the Congregation 
aj a start-off for the Fund. The local Appeal Committee was then formed,

ADDRESS BY SIR HERBERT SAMUEL 


A successful “‘At Home ’’ was given by Mr. and Mrs. 8. London at 
their residence, Compton House, Winnington Road, N., on Thursday 
evening in last week, to meet the Rt. Hon. Sir Herbert Samuel. In the 
course of his address, Sir Herbert explained the objects of the Council for 
German Jewry, and said that they intended to emigrate, if possible, 
100,000 young German Jews in the course of the next four years: A 
large part of the emigration would be to Palestine. He stressed the fact 
that despite the present, disturbances, not one certificate had been with- 
drawn by any of the young German settlers who were scheduled to go to 
that country. He was confident that the British Government would in 
no way detract from the pohcy enunciated in the Balfour Declaration, 
and said that he regarded the appomtment of Major Ormsby Gore as the 
new Colonial Secretary as an indication of that attitude on the part of the 
Bntish Government.

Parliamentary Notes 


Arab Propaganda in the House 
Members Well Informed of Facts 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent | 


Arab propaganda among Members is being persistently carried 
on, and there is no mistaking the efforts that are being made by the 
Arabs to inobilise sympathisers and to utilise the debate which is due 
to take place to-day as a means of ventilating alleged Arab grievances, 
and of diverting attention from the true purpose behind the latest 
Arab campaign of incendiarism, murder and noting in Palestine. Some 
of the questions addressed to the Colonial Secretary of late are in 
themselves evidence of the influence of Arab propaganda, but general 
opinion in the House is well informed as to the state of affairs in 
Palestine, and as to the political motive underlying the present cam- 
paign against the Mandatory Power. The Government shows no 
intention of wavering in its determination not to proceed further with 
the appointment of a Royal Commission while the present state of 
affairs exists. That much is evident from the replies given by Mr. 


Ormsby-Gore to several questions addressed to him this week. There 


is also a growing feeling that stern measures are necessary to bring the 
perpetrators of the present terrorist reign in Palestine to book. 

Mr. Pritt, K.C., has urged that a circular be issued by the Board 
of Education advising education authorities to make clear to teachers 
and parents of children attending schools that parents have a right 
to withdraw their children from religious instruction in schools, even 
without permission and without incurring any penalty. 

I have been shown a copy of a booklet entitled “Truth (The 
Evidence in the Case),” sent to Members by the author, Lt.-Col. 
Graham Seton Hutchison, who describes himself as “Elected Leader, 
the National Workers’ Party of Great Britain.” It is a perfect 
specimen of unmitigated anti-Semitic propaganda, evidently intended 
for wider circulation than among Members of Parliament. This: is 
not the first time that Col. Hutchison has showered his literary pro- 
ductions upon Members, and his latest effusion bears a very close 
resemblance to others that have preceeded it. A great many Jews 
prominent in art, commerce and industry are the object of his 
scurrility, and it is strange to find in the pamphlet an illustration of 
Sir Oswald Mosley (who is described as the “self-appointed leader of 
the British Union of Fascists’), taken at a meeting of his New Party 
in Birmingham five years ago, surrounded by some of his supporters, 
among whom are some Jews. The Jew is indicated.as the enemy fron 
whom “it is the ‘poor and the ignorant for the most part who have 
suffered and who will continue to suffer.” 

The Retail Meat Dealers’ Shops (Sunday Closing) Bill has passed 
through its Commuttee Stage in the House of Lerds with a few minor 
drafting amendments, and now awaits its third reading.

PROBLEMS OF CLUBS AND SOCIETIES 


Dr. Simon Rawidowicz, of the School of Oriental Studies, lectured to 
the Young Sinaists on Sunday evening at the Ernst Schiff Memorial Hall, 
Great Synagogue, on ‘‘Moses Mendelssohn, the German and Jewish 
Philosopher.”’ 

Mr. A. Baum, Chairman of the Society, who presided, referred to 
the correspondence that had appeared in the current number of Tug 
JEWISH CHRONICLE about the financial position of youth clubs and 
societies. In his leading article, the Editor, he said, had given an 
inspiring appeal to the Community to remember its youth and their 
importance as the Anglo-Jewry of the future. Letters had since appeared 
bewailing the lack of financial support given to the boys’ club movement 
and to othef organisations. But were the clubs and organisations working 
on the right lines? The Young Sinaists had discovered that the great 
fault with Anglo-Jewish youth was its abysmal ignorance of things Jewish. 
The boys’ clubs were producing good. citizens, but were they producing 
good Jews—Jews who understood what Judaism meant’ The problem of 
educating young Jewry was one on which the boys’ clubs, the youth 
movements, the Talmud Torah and educational authorities and the 
Rabbis could with advantage combine. Would Tue Jewisn CHRONICLE 
earn the gratitude of the Anglo-Jewry of the future by giving a lead 
on this subject? 

Dr. Rawidowicz discussed the way in which Moses Mendelssohn had 
been maligned by Jewish and non-Jewish historians. The official historical 
view was that Mendelssohn had been the source—if not the actual leader 
—of the assimilationist movement that followed in Germany. Actually, 
Mendelssohn was an Orthodox Jew of an extreme type; the question of 
assimilation did not oceur to him, and if it had he would have treated 
it with contempt. He was the apostle of ‘‘harmony’’—metaphysical, 
national and spiritual harmony. Among those who joined in the dis- 
cussion were Messrs. W. Frankel, A. Beck, A. M. Goldstein and 8. 
Mareovitch. The Society’s thanks to the lecturer were proposed by Mr. 
Alec Beck and supported by Mr. Charles Jaffa (of Queen’s College, 
Cambridge) and Mr. W. Frankel. The Society is being addressed on 
Sunday next by Miss Susan Lawrence, some time Minister of Health and 
Chairman of the L.C.C. Mr. Barnett Janner will preside, and the

Summer Drinks 


Orangeade 
Water, 2 pints. 
One lemon. Citric acid, 2 ozs. 
Granulated sugar, 2lbs. Essence of ginger, 1 teaspoonful. 
CHoosE thick skinned oranges, wipe them over, also the lemon with a 
damp cloth, then grate off the rind and squeeze out the juice. Put both 
the grated rind and juice into an ¢1rthenware bowl. Put the sugar in a 
saucepan, pour over the water and bring slowly to the boil, simmer for 
two or three minutes, then pour over the fruit juice and rind. Add thecitric 
acid and ginger, cover the bow! and let it stand till next day, stirring at 
intervals. Strain and bottle. Use about two tablespoonfuls to a tambler 
of water or soda water. 
This quantity makes nearly three bottles and will keep for weeks.

Six oranges. 


Lemonade 
Sugar, 14 ibe. 
Citric acid, 1 oz. 


Four lemons 
Water, 1 pint. 
PEEL the lemons thinly. Put the rind into a saucepan with the 
juice, sugar and water. Bring to the boil and simmer for five minutes; 
cover and leave till cold. Dissolve the citric acid in a little cold water, 
add tothe syrup.

Dilute with water or soda water as required, 
iced Tea Punch 
China tea, 1 pint. A few slices of cucumber, 
Claret, 1 gill. Sugar to taste. 
Juice of 4 a lemon. 
MAKE the China tea, stand for five minutes, strain off the leaves, and 
leave till cold. Mix with the other ingredients and stand on ice till 
required, 


Tea and Fruit Drinks 


Use a good quality China tea. Make the tea im the usual way, 
allowing two teaspoonfuls to a pint of water. Infuse for five minutes then 
pour off. Sweeten with sugar syrup and flavour with fruit juice. Use 
about one tablespoonful of sugar syrup and one tablespoonful of lemon 
juice to a tumbler of tea. Add some small pieces of ice and any other 
fruit juice preferred. Left over juice from any kind of stewed or tinned 
fruit can be used. 

Ginger ale, ginger beer and cider are all excclient mixed with an equal 
quantity of tea, poured overice. flavoured with lemon juice and sweetened 
with sugar syrup. 

Sugar Syruo-—-To half-pound sugar, allow one gill water. Heat over 
the fire slowly until the sugar is dissolved, then bring to the oil and 
simmer for ten minutes, Skim if necessary, cool and bottle for use, 


iced Coffee 


TO one pint of strong coffee add one gill of milk and the same quantity 
of cream slightly whipped, Stir in three or four ounces castor sugar, 
mix thoroughly and stand on ice till required. 

One or two. teaspoonfuls of coffee extract added to a tumbler of iced 
milk also makes a delicions, refreshing drink. 


Russian Chocolate tced 


Use good plain chocolate, allowing about two ounces to half-a-pint 
milk and half-a-pint water, or the ordinary cup chocolate which is sold 
in tins ready for use can be used. If the former is used, grate it or shred 
it with a knife and heat in the water till it is dissolved, then add the 
milk, sugar to taste and a few drops of vanilla. Whisk over the fire ti'l it 
boils and leave till cool. . Use one part strong coffee to two parts of the 
chocolate, mix together and stand on ice till required. Serve in smi:cmi 
Zlasses and top with whipped cream,

THAT ‘*‘ MINIATURE CRUISE "’ 


Mr. David Rowland, of 40, Clarendon Court, Sidmouth Road, N.W., 
rites : 

Dean “ Green FLaG,”——I read with considerable interest the letter which 
you published from Rabbi Dr. Munk regarding the cruise which the Jews’ Tem- 
porary Shelter Aid Society has arranged for Saturday night, July lith. Firstly, 
I would lke to assure your Correspondent that our Society has always 
endeavoured to maintain a strictly Orthodox outlook in all its undertakings, 
and the question of the desecration of the Sabbath received the close and 
sympathetic examination of both the Executive and the General Committee 
before this particular function was finally confirmed. 

While I write in no official capacity, my position as Treasurer of the Aid 
Society has enabled me to gauge the views of most of ‘our members, and I 
think that I am right in stating the following facts which finally determined 
our decision. 

1. The vessel “ New Dagenham” was originally scheduled to leave 
Westminster Pier at 9.30 p.m. We immediately arranged for a postponement, 
but owing to the fact that other boats have to use the same pier we were 
unable to obtain a later time for departure than 10.15 p.m. 

2. Most of our members and supporters live within thirty or forty 
minutes’ walk of Westminster, and in view of the circumstances stated above 
they agreed to the time in question. There is nothing therefore to prevent 
those who wish to observe the Sabbath from walking to the boat without 
undue discomfort. 

3: The cruise is being restricted to 300 guests, and in view of its 
popularity we will have no difficulty in disposing of all tickets (which must 
be paid for in advance) prior to July lith In any case no tickets will be 
sold on that night and no money will be taken.

The Chairman said he thought the Council would only meet them 
if they withdrew their resolutions, and he moved : 


“That the members of the Manchester Hebrew Visitation Board. after 
reviewing all the facts now available to them, desire to withdraw the

Rabbi Israel Abrahams said that at the last meeting he had 
thought their resolutions inadvisable.

It was more in accordance with the truth to say that there were 
differences between some members of the Board and the whole of the 
Community. Keeping check on visits for a period might dé good 
and once for all stop the slander that Ministers did not visit.

FUTURE IN JEOPARDY 


[From our Correspondent | 


This Synagogue, which is the oldest Jewish Place of Worship in 

the city, and has, ever since its inception, held the leading place among 
all lédcal communal institutions, is now unfortunately falling into a 
state of desuetude, due to vanous uncontrollable causes, the chief 
among which is the lamentable apathy of ite members. The Syna- 
gogue celebrated its jubilee some few years ago, and mention was then 
made of the fact that, as far as its spiritual utility was concerned, 
it was already on the downward grade. Since that time, not only 
has no improvement taken place, but things have assumed an even 
worse complexion, with the result that the attendance on Sabbaths 
and Festivals, as well as the interest manifested in its upkeep and 
progress by the members, has reached as low an ebb as possible. An 
illustration of this was afforded by the extremely meagre attendance 
at the recent Pentecost Festival, when there were scarcely fifty 
worshippers present on the First Day. 
_~~Io meet the criticisms that the Synagogue structure was being 
allowed to fall into disrepair, the Council of the Congregation recently 
went to the expense of redecorating and renovating the building at 
a sum of approximately £400, but obviously even this desirable step 
has not met with adequate response. 

Apart from the lack of interest on the part of members, it must 
be said that whilst the locality was, in an earlier day, the centre of 
the Jewish quarter, all this has completely changed now, since the 
migration of numbers of Jewish families to the outlying districts. The 
only pleasmmg feature in the situation 1s that, in spite of its dereliction, 
the Synagogue still enjoys its full complement of members. But of 
what religious or communal value can this be, if the attendance is 
so pitifully sparse? The Synagogue can only be said to be such if it 
is a “live” centre, and Belgrave Street certainly cannot be said to 
be in this category. 

The Executive have for some time been much exercised over this 
unsatisfactory aspect of aflairs, and numerous suggestions are con- 
stantly being put forward in regard to what is really to be the future 
of this veteran Place of Worship. To the minds of the older members, 
it would appear to be an act of sacrilege to abolish a Synagogue 
possessed of such traditions and associations, and yet to the minds of 
the younger folk, it seems the height of unpracticality to “run” a Syna- 
gogue, with all the overhead charges and expenses that it entails as 
regards officials, etc., under conditions so uninspiring and unsatis- 


‘ factory. The future of this Synagogue can only be safeguarded if and . 


when a new feeling of genuine interest and enthusiasm is aroused. 
The continued prevalence of the present indifference will eventually 
mean that the Synagogue will be forced to close its doors in @ com- 
paratively short time, unless it can adequately prove itself a centre of 
religious inspiration to the younger generation.

LAYING OF FOUNDATION-STONE OF NEW SYNAGOGUE 


ADDRESS BY THE CHIEF RABBI 
[From our Correspondent } 

Despite the heavy rain, several hundred members of the Liver- 
pool: Community assembled at the Greenbank Drive site on Sunday 
afternoon to witness the laying of the foundation-stone of the new 
Synagogue. Among those present on the platform were the Chief 
Rabbi, the Deputy Lord Mayor, Rabbi I. J. Unterman, the Revs. I. 
Freeman and Lewis Phillips, Mr. B. T. Globe, Mr. Max Morms (Chanr- 
man of the Building Committee) and the arclutect, Alderman A. E. 
Shennan, J.P. 

Rabbi I. J. Untérman opened the ceremony with a Special 
Prayer, after which the Rev. I. Freeman recited passages from appro- 
priate Psalms, and a Scroll was read by Mr. Bernard Cherrnck.. Mr. 
B. T. Globe laid the foundation-stone with a silver trowel and mallet, 
presented to him, on behalf of the architect and builder, by Mr. 8. 
Beilin. 

The Chief Rabbi, in the course of his address, said that they had 
just witnessed the performing of a sacred task. Eighty years had 
passed since the laying of the foundation-stone of the Hope Place 
Synagogue, declared Dr. Hertz. In an age like the present, when the 
concentrated efforts of men were directed towards material and 
economic aims, worldliness was rampant and threatened to submerge 
the soul-life altogether. More than at other times, therefore, did such 
a generation need some mighty agency to stem and counteract that 
all-powerful tendency; an agency that could restore the equilibrium 
between the spiritual and secular forces of their nature. Without any 
wreverence, they might say that uf religion did not exist, it was, in 
such a time, necessary to invent it. The lives of men to-day were too 
often a mere grovelling after enjoyment and gain. Religion alone 
could teach them to look up to the stars; could teach them that, 
although gold was good in its place, there were things in life more 
precious than anything that gold could buy. No other generation 
in Jewish history more sorely needed a Synagogue, and every Jewish 
House of Worship was another proof that Israel had not lost, and

Appeal for German Jewry 


A reception was held on Sunday, at the Grand Hotel, to meet Mr. 
Leonard Montefiore, O.B.E., who appealed on behalf of the Fund of 
the Council for German Jewry. He was supported by Sir Montague 
Burton, J.P. Mr. Nathan Cohen, who presided, said that Harrogate 
Jewry must join in the response to the Appeal made on behalf of their 
persecuted brethren in Germany, though large sums had already been 
given by them through Leeds. : 

Mr. Montefiore said that the position of German Jewry would be 
bad for many years to come. The Nazis were increasing their propa- 
ganda outside Germany, and it was the duty of Jews to keep on 
explaining the true position in Germany until the people of England 
fully realised what was going on in that country. The Council for 
German Jewry was concentrating most of its efforts on the emigration 
of young Jews from Germany. He would also plead that more. help 
should be given for the middle-aged. The small Provincial Com- 
munities were suffering acutely. They could not themselves maintain 
their communal imstituuons without assistance from the central bodies 
in the large cities, because their wealthy members had either left or 
become unpoverished. Fifty per cent. of the children still had to 
attend non-Jewish schools and listen to lessons on anti-Semitism. 
Some parents were prepared not to see their children for five or even 
ten years, if they could only get them educated outside Germany. 

Sir Montague Burton said that when he visited Palestine last vear 
he found a phenomenal change from the conditions existing on his 
previous visit. He was told that that was in a large measure due 
to the entry of German Jews during the last few years. ‘The German 
Jew brought organisation, system and elliciency into Palestine, and 
those qualities were helping in building up the Jewish National Home. 

The Rev. E. Kahan proposed a vote of thanks to the speakers. 
Mr. L. L. Zossenheim seconded the vote of thanks, and Mr. H. M. 


Simans moved a vote of thanks to the Chairman. The sum of £1.600 
was raised at the meeting.

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Property Notes 


In the course of a paper, read recently before the Auctioneers and 
Estate Agents’ Institute, Mr. H. A. Hill said that the Housing Act, 1935, 
did not form a complete code of housing law. It must be read in connec- 
tion with the Acts of 1925 and 1930. There were, he said, spectal protec- 
tive provisions relating to land in the neighbourhood of Royal palaces ne 
parks and the site of an ancient monument or other object of archwologica 
interest. But. save for such protective provisions, local authorities had a 
free hand to acquire compulsorily anybody's property if they obtained 
the Minister of Health's consent—and, in the past, that had not been very 
difficult to obtain. Speaking generally, Mr. Hill satd that a tenant must 
replace any parts worn out or unsuitable where the replacing was neces- 
sary to maintain the house in a habitable state. Whuile the tenant was not 
bound under his covenant to repair and unprove the building, so as 
to make it something different from what it was orginally, he must do 
such repairs as were suitable for the building, having regard to its age 
and class, and he must replace any parts (including the floors or roofs or 
‘external walls) which had become defective or dangerous in consequence 
of the lapse of time or the effect of the elements. The tenant must also 
do such repairs as were necessary to preserve the premises. The object of 
Section 55 of the Housing Act, 1935, was to give owners an opportunity 
of proposing works of unprovement or structural alteration (as distinct 
from works of repair or decoration), with a view to saving from demolition 
a house which might otherwise be condemned. under Section 19 of the 
1930 Act.

Rising Revenue from Investments 
A STRONG RESERVE POSITION 
SIR GEORGE W. ALBU’S REVIEW 


The Annual General Meeting of the General Mining and Finance 
Corporation, Limited, was held in Johannesburg on June 9th. 

Sir George W. Albu, Bart., the Chairman, after referring to the 
severe losses sustained by the corporation through the deaths of Sir 
George Albu, Bart., and Mr. Arthur French, and to the sterling work 
performed by them in the interests of the industry and the country, 
~ointed out that the sound and commanding financial position established 
“ the corporation within recent years had been fully maintained and 
could only be disturbed by some world catastrophe. He made special 
reference to the fact that ‘‘ Stocks and Shares "’ were standing in the 
Balance-sheet at well below market prices, and to the very considerable 
margin existing between these and book values. The proportion which 
revenue from investments bore to total net profits had risen steadily in the 
past few years and to-day represented the main source from which 
dividends were paid. ees 

Reviewing the accounts, he pointed out the ‘satisfactory position in 
which they found themselves in being able to pay similar dividends to the 
previous year, while placing a further £100,000 to reserve, bringing that 
fund to £400,000. He drew attention to the increase in stocks and shares, 


this representing additional investments, mainly in goldmining shares, 


made during the year. 


WEST RAND CONSOLIDATED MINES 


The Chairman gave details of the conditions under which the 
Deferred shares of the West Rand Consolidated Mines, Limited, ees 
pated in future profits, and stated that the fact of the Corporation holding 
practically all of these shares had a great effect on the general position 
and future outlook, and would result in a considerable increase in the 
revenue to be derived from investments. 

After dealing with the principal interests of the Corporation, and 
referring to the hope that the West Rand Consolidated would maintain 
the present rate of dividend on the Ordinary shares owing to the material 
increase in the tonnage treated, coupled with an encouraging development 
position, the Chairman referred to the continuance of satisfactory relation- 
ship with the employees during the past year. He pointed out that the 
number of Europeans at present employed by the industry stood at. 
35,188, compared with an average number employed during 1932 of 
23,542. The total of Europeans in direct employment, however, 
represented only a fraction of the number of white people in South Afnca 
who derived a living indirectly from the industry, and the latter's recent 


-expansion was therefore of enormous benefit to the entire country. 


Dealing with the native labour por'tion, he drew attention to a 
possible shortage in future, which would have to be met from outside 
sources. In this connection it wag satisfactory to note that the experi- 
ment of employing a limited nunWer of tropical natives had proved an 
unqualified success. 


MINING TAXATION 


The new system of taxation removed the principal anomalies pro- 
duced by the old system and was, therefore, to be welcomed; neverthe- 
less. the industry had received no relief from its crushing burden, and, if 
anything, the total amount to be exacted from the gold mines was likely 
to be even higher than formerly. ; ) 

The Chairman emphasised various points in the report of the Depart- 
mental Committee on Mining Taxation, in which attention was drawn 
to the serious effect of the high rate of taxation in being directly respon- 
sible for the difficulties in raising capital for opening up new areas; also 
to the fact that heavy indirect taxation not merely reduced the profits of 
the industry but diminished its life and restricted its development. 
Unfortunately, the legislators apparently had not realised the significance 
of the warnings issued by the Committee. 

He further pointed out the vital importance of the mining industry to 
farmers and agricultural interests generally, and im this connection he 
quoted the following sentences from the Committee’s report: ** There 
is no doubt that a far better prospect offers itoolf in the development of a 
local market at remunerative prices than in the maintenance of an over- 
seas market at which produce has to be sacrificed at world rates offering 
little or no profit to the Union producer. The Committee agrees that it 
would be unfortunate if any system of taxation hindered the development 
of such a local market.’’ 

Before moving the adoption of the Directors’ report and accounts for 
1935, the Chairman referred to the recently announced change in the 
Chairmanship and Directorate of the Corporation, and recorded his 
appreciation of the services rendered by the management and staff.

A Well Known Teacher-Trainer 
LEEDS SCHOOL’S JEWISH ATHLETES 


Since the War no school in England has turned out such a 
talented supply of Jewish athletes, boys and girls, as Lovell Road School, 
Leeds. From time to time reference has been made in these columns to 
Leeds boys and girls, who have 
started on their athletic career at 
this school, which has always had 
a great reputation educationally. 
From 1923 until 1933, the school 
achieved a national fame im the 
realms of sport. During this period 
the Sports’ Master at this school 
was Mr. Norman Collins, one of the 
best known teacher-trainers in 
England 

Mr. Collins (writes a Correspon- 
dent), attended Lovell Road School 
as. a boy, and played for the First 
Team at football and cricket, 
before leaving with a Scholarship 
for Leeds Central High. School. 
Here, he soon gained his place in 
the Ist Eleven at soccer and 
cricket, and captained the _ Ist 
soccer team, playing at centre-half, 
gaining a cap four years in 
succession. In his last year at the 
Secondary School he was regarded 
as one ofthe strongest players in 
the North of England. He was 
very prominent on the running-track, and also the long-jyump champion 
of the school. On proceeding to Leeds Umiversity, Collins soon got a place 
in the Varsity Ist Eleven for soccer, and was a member of the Education 
Department team, which won the Bragge Trophy. At the same time he 
was a member of the famous Jewish team, Northern Amateurs, which 
included such’ stars as Dr. Hipshon, Dr. Sugarman (of Afnea), Dave 
Brosgill, ete. Mr. Collins then turned his attention to rugby, captaming 
the North Rovers, a team of young Jews which turned out such well- 
known players as Dan Mitchell, who scored many tnes for Leeds Rugby 
League Club, Mendelson, who played with Dewsbury, Bush, Baker and 
Brosgall, of Bramley, and others. At that time a series of charity matches 
were played with Hull Jewish teams at Hull and Headingley, Leeds. Mr: 
Collins captained the Leeds team on all these occasions, and the Hull team 
captain was Louis Harris, one of the finest rugby players that Jewry has 
ever produced. In 1925, Mr. Colling signed forms for Leeds Rugby Club, 
but in consequence of eye-strain, had to give up playing. He then 
turned to refereeing and soon became a regular official in Yorkshire Rugby 
games. 

In the meantime, having left the University with an Arts Degree and 
a Diploma in Education, Mr. Collins was sent to Lovell Road School as a 
master. For the first time in its existence, the School jomed the Leeds 
Schools Football League, Mr. Collins obtaining special permission to play 
all League matches in mid-week. His school team went six seasons without

a League defeat. Every-trophy it was possible to win found a resting- 


lace at the Jewish school. Of its pupils Barnet Gilbert, Joe Vaskafski, 

* Abramson, Suiney Chadwick, Arthur Green; Wolfe Brosgall, Isidore 
Sishing and, Leshe Goldberg played for Leeds’ City Schools. Green, 
Chadwick and Goldberg played for Yorkshire County, and Goldberg for 
England. Arthur Green and Teddy Black toured Palestine with the 
British Maccabi team. At running, Dan Green represented Yorkshire in 
the National Championships at Stamford Bridge, being accompanied by a 
Lovell Read girl sprinter, Miriam Baskind. Later on, Pearl Solovitch 
was selected for the Enghsh Championships at Blackpool, and Kettering, 
travelling as Yorkshire champion. As a matter of interest it should be 
emphasised that the Lovell Road girls were as pre-eminent in sports, 
such as net ball, and any form of relay racing, as their brothers. It is 
pleasing to record that Mr. Collins’ non-Jewish colleagues in the City were 
quick to recognise service. He was appointed Coach, then Chair- 
man, and finally a Life Member of the Leeds Schools’ Football Association. 
which has been in existence forty years. The Leeds Elementary Schools’ 
Athletic Association appointed him as coach to their most promising 
athletes, and last year they easily won the Yorkshire Championships for 
the first time. 

For nearly twenty years Mr. Collins has identified himself with 
communal activities. He was Chairman of the Junior Organisation for 
Jewish Charities, and has served on the following bodies: Talmud Torah 
Jewish Hospital and the Jewish Board of Guardians. He was the 
Superintendent of the Judean Club for Boys and Girls in the first three 
years of its foundation, and is still a manager. He is a Vice-President of 


the Jewish Institute. '

1 | Fine Production of a Great Play 

DRAMATIC EXAMINATION OF JEW-HATRED 

1 t t ' The Embassy Theatre is to be congratulated upon presenting to 
? tt er London the most intellectually gripping and stimulating drama “ be 

ta fp aes seen on the Metropolitan stage to-day. The fact that Schnitzler's 

“ Professor Bernhardi” was written some forty years ago and that it is 


invariable symptom of inflamed and morbid Nationalismn—anti- 
Semitism. 
A The story is perfectly suited to development towards dramatic 
i. intensity, starting as it does from a small incident when the Professor, 
head of fn hospital, refuses to allow a priest to visit a dying patient to 
ad ninister the last sacrament. His reason was that the patient, having 
reached that state of feeling perfectly well. which sormetimes forms the 
immediate prelude to death, was enjoying a short period of intense happt- 
ness. which would have been spoilt by the appearance of a priest suggest- 
y ing that her end was inevitable. The Professor thus refused to allow his 
al patient's lust hours to be made unhappy. This incident ts seized upon by 
the many who hate the Professor by reason of jealousy, or because of some 
petty grudge, or merely because he Is a Jew, to beat up a first-rate 
political scandal, From this small incident, the story broadens out as 
‘nore and more branches of human raseality seize upon it, flagrantly 
prostituting the relygion they pretend to be protecting, and accusing the 
Professor of an anti-Christian action. He is betrayed by a former fnend,, 
who has wormed his way high up in polrfcs into being Mimster of Culture, 
| and eventually is prosecuted, convicted and sentenced to two months’ 
Lnprisonment 
Not the least interest in the play is the excellent balance which the 
author maintains between the Professor, the protagonist for truth, mercy 
and reason, and his intelligent opponent, the priest, who is quite naturally 
convinced that the Professor's action was wrong, since, according to his 
belief, the patient was yiven a few minutes’ happiness at the expense of a 
great time of discomfort in the regions of the soul after deata. Here 
is the very finest kind of controversy, between two sincere opponents, 
beth, granted their premises, reasonable in their arguments. | 
But this is not the real message of the play, which is an opportunity 
for rrony and stingwmng commentary on certain detestable traits in human 
nature. Schnitzler’s purpose ts to reveal the mean and contemptible 
rascality which ts called forth by an incident such as the controversy 
between Berhardi and the pnest among the canaille of all classes; the

In reviewing that attitude in its highest 
aspects, he said that it might be regarded, in one respect, ‘‘as a perpetual 
warning that the State, no less than the individual, does well to fear. 
lest 1t do evil that good may come.’’ Bernhardi had the misfortune to 
take up this Tory attitude on the Continent of Europe, where political 
maturity is unknown and where, therefore, the gimcrack dictator thrives 
and the human hounds are always ready to smother their cowardice in 
the hunt of the defenceless Jew. 

As the Professor, Abraham Sofaer gives a magnificent rformance, 
restrained and convincing, su®gestive in every move and inflexion of the 
stubbornness for right which has so long been the Jew’s eostly heritage. 
He makes the man intensely likeable and unaffectedly noble in his 
splendid unwisdom, and by his careful definition of the character lights 
up much of the purely intellectual argument with an emotion which 
is infectious and exciting. Another fine piece of acting is provided by 
Ronaid Adam, as the ‘*twister’’ politician. With much subtlety, the 
insincerity of the character is steadily born in upon us, and Mr. Adam 
never faulters for a moment in his unobtrusive, I had almost descnbed 
it as inevitable, giving away of the smooth scoundrel’s soul. The 
large cast in general acts very well, though there is some tendency to 
inaudibilty at times. Bernard Merefield, as the priest, invests the part 
with sincerity and dignity, and there is a delightfully humorous sketch 
of the Government official by that clever actor, Alan Wheatley. 

; This is a play that every intelligent person, and certainly every 
intelligent Jew, should not fail to see. It provides a wealth of food for 
discussion, and raises questions which are as lively to-day as they were 
when the piece was written, in many cases more so. It will be a thousand 
pities if this production is not transferred, after its fortnight’s run at 
the Embassy, to some West End Theatre, for its appeal should be 
extremely wide—unless I am unduly optimistic about the brains of 
London’s theatre-goers.

“Rain Before Seven’ 
ARTS THEATRE CLUB PRODUCTION 


The profound suffering which some civilised people undergo when 
they, by fate or folly, find themselves condemned to life in tie 
‘Australian Bush, is described with admirable faithfulness by Joyce 
Dennys in “Rain Before Seven,” which was produced this week a! 
the Arts Theatre Club, in conjunction with the Croydon Repertor: 
Theatre. 


The author’s prinmpal difficulty arises from the manner th whuc!: 
the acts are set out. To establish the conditions of genteel delicacy in 
which Isabelle Meredith was brought up, we have the first entire act, 
short it 1s true, occumed with preparation for the real problem. Isabelle 
against her parents’ warnings, marries an Australian farmer.

form of life might have superior attractions, and their supreme sel! 
satisfaction, are alone enough to account for the picture so often to be 
found in these parts of English women who spend their days weepinz 
and éating their hearts out to get back home. All this the author of thi- 
play reveals with great poignancy.

“No More Peace!” 
ERNST TOLLER PLAY AT THE ‘‘GATE"” 


Mr. Toller has certainly given vivid shape to arguments cor: 
cerning the mentality that helps to make wars, in his comedy at th 
Gate Theatre Studio. But beyond underlining the recognise! 
depravity among certain types of public men, their selfishness, weak 
ness and stupidity—all of which has been revealed a thousand times— 
he has gone no further and has weakened the argument by dressing 
it up in an artificiality which may be charming, but certainly is not 
argumentatively impressive. 

Placing his scenes alternatively in a little European State and in 
Olympus, in which last place the shades of Napoleon and St. Francis have 
a bet that they will send the inhabitants of the little State into wa' 
ust by telling them there is a war, Mr. Toller deliberately artificialises 

is earthly characters by giving them comic little songs to sing and funny 


little choruses. 
If he had set out merely to be layful—and there are some serious

subjects that can be excellently treated in this way—then he should have 
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concentrated more on sparkle, and the thoughts, however profound, 
should have shone like burnished blades. If he wanted merely to re-state 
the convictions which most thinking people have reached concerning one 
section of human failing which leads to war—and I submit these are 
only partly the cause of the mischief—then he should have abandoned 
the pretty rapier pisy and set to work to dig up his points with pick 
and shovel or hack at them with sickel and hammer for the education 
of his audience. 

He introduces us to Socrates and sets him in a delightful argument 
with a common man, raises our appetite for something really Shavian. and 
then leaves us with short measure. Despite these criticisms, there is 
much enjoyment to be had from Mr. Toller’s intelligent fantasy, and the 
picture of the failure of a barber, who is transformed without any forcing 
of reality into the local Hitler, is a masterful piece of work. The principal 
arts played by Alexander Sarner, Clement Hamelin, Clare Brockle- 
Cai Warren Jenkins, Gavin Gordon, Noel Tiff and Christiane Grautoff, 
are efficiently acted, while, as Socrates, George Benson is a real joy.

Heinrich Schnitzler 
PRODUCER OF “PROFESSOR BERNHARDI”’ 


One of the younger generation of theatrical producers, Herr Heinrich 
Schnitzler, of Vienna, son of the late Arthur 
Schnitzler, the famous author of ‘‘Professor 
Bernhardi,’’ arrived in London recently for 
the production of the play of that book at 
the Embassy Theatre, Swiss Cottage, where . 
it opened last Monday. Still in the very 
early thirties, Herr Schnitzler occupies the 
distinguished position of producer at the 
Deutscher Volkstheater in Vienna. This is 
his first visit to this country. 

‘‘An interesting fact mm connection with 
‘Professor Bernhardi,’ ’’ said Herr Schnitzler 
to a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative, ‘‘is 
that it was produced in .Vienna in 1912, 
but it was not allowed to be played under 
the Austrian Monarchy. At the conclusion 
of the Great War, the play was revived, with 
enormous success.”’ 

Herr Schnitzler’s father was a well-known 
physician, and practised medicine until he 
was thirty-five, after which he decided to 
devote humself to playwriting and became famous’ in that profession. 

So far as the production of ‘‘Professor Bernhardi’’ in England is 
concerned, Herr Schnitzler informed me that it was played in London, 
but only at one Sunday might performance, about six years ago, by the 
Jewish Drama League. This time there is an entirely new English trans- 
lation which has been admirably done by Mr. Ronald Adam, who is one 
of the Directors of the Embassy Theatre, and Mr. Lewis Borrel. The 
cast is an all-English one, 

‘The play,’’ he said, ‘‘was written before the War, and the anti- 
Semutism depicted in it is not so much racial as religious.”’ 

For. English actors, he has a great admiration—Charles Laughton

. and Leshe Howard, for example. British films he also considers very good, 


and mm this connection he singled out ‘“The Informer’’ for particular praise. 

Asked whether he thought that the stage and the screen could play 
a potent part in countering anti-Jewish propaganda, Herr Schnitzler said 
he believes that both the cinema and the theatre could exert a great 
influence on the public. No one, however, appeared to be making use 
of these two media for the purpose of countering anti-Semitic 
propaganda. But it could be done, he believed, with a large measure 
of success.

The Theremin ” 
LUCIE ROSEN’S RECITAL 

Any suggestion that the, electrical instrument known as _ the 
“ Theremin.” is destined to revolutionise the world of music has to be 
taken as expressive more of desire than of actual immediate rmplica- 
tion, if we are to judge by the recital given by Lucie Rosen last week 
at Wigmore Hall.- Admittedly the instrument has been improved 
considerably of recent years, and in Mme. Rosen it has an exponent 
who obviously knows exactly how to woo it into showing its best side. 
But a glance down the programme was not encouraging ; it indicated a 
monotony in the kind of music to be produced, and suggested that it 
was dictated by limitations in the instrument. Greg's “An den 
Fruhling,” Mendelssohn’s Violin Concerto “Andante,” Bach’s “Air on 
G String,” Ravel’s “ Pavane,”’ Chaikovsky’s “Andante Cantabile ” from 
the Fifth Symphony—all rather on the melancholy side. And from the 
first notes of Respighi’s “ Nebbie”—which was perhaps the most 
admirably suited of all to conceal the instrument's defects—we were 


‘ forced to conclude that, except in the one quality of tone, the 


“ Theremin ” is still extraordinarily limited. 

The greatest difficulty to be overcome is that of pitch; with all 
her mastery of the instrument Mme. Rosen could not always gauge the 
pitch exactly, and even in the course of a long-held note the pitch 
would vary almost a semi-tone. Such a weakness made Bach's “Air 
on the G String” painful to listen to. A further criticism must be 
made of the instrument’s irresponsibility in response. At times it 
seemed almost painfully eager to do the right thing, with consequent 
over-response ; and again the next moment it would be painfuly slow in 
response. A further weakness is the one indicated by the programme : 
the “ Theremin,” to be at its best, must be used only for slow music. 
Here the difficulty is best explained by saying that a “ trill” had to be 
imitated by a “vibrato,” presumably because any attempt to produce 
a true “ shake ” would have led to inaccurate pitch. Since the pitch is 
entirely controlled by movements of the hand in the air it is obvious 
that it calls for finer control even than that of the finger-hand on a 
“cello,” while the means of control—the hand—is coarser. Any fast 
passage would simply make the instrument oscillate with trepidation ! 
Its one merit is in its tonal qualities, and these have been so lauded 
and advertised that one does not need to say that it imitates a ‘cello 
at one end and a flute at the other of the scale.

r HERE is a passage in the Talmud 

which suggests that sometimes the 

Rabbis were im playful mood and 

smmused one another by a competi- 
tion as to who could tell the tallest story. The 
prize must surely be awarded to Rabbah bar 
bar Chana, a Babylonian teacher who alter- 
wards went to Palestine and became a pupil ef 
Rabbi Jochanan. It was on ius journey to 
Palestine that the miraculous inmdents which 
he relates oceurred both on the sea and in 
the desert. 


Tue AcropatTic 


He tells how he saw a demon, Hormuin, the 
con of Lilith, ride on the parapet of a town 
wall and a rider galloping below could not 
overtake him. Once they saddled for him two 
mules which stoed on’ two bndges of a river, 
and he jumped from one to the other, pouring 
a glass of wine into another glass and back 
again without spilling a drop, although it was 
a very stormy dav. Rabbah adds that when 
the Government heard of this they put him 
to death. 


Some Froc ! 


He tells of an antelope which he saw. It 
was one day old and was as big as Mount 
Tabor, which he says was sixteen mules high ; 
the length of its neck was twelve mules, and 
when its head was on the ground it covered 
six miles. But this was nothing to a frog he 
saw which was equal m size to sixty houses. 
There came a snake which swallowed the frog. 
And then came a raven which swallowed the 
snake and perched on a tree. “Just imagine 
how strong that tree must have been!” 
Rabbah exclauns. 


THe STRANDED 


But the monster frog was nothing to a big 
fish which the Rabbi said he saw when he was 
on board ship. Some parasite got up its nose 
and it struggled so that 1t was cast up on 
shore. In its death throes, sixty towns were 
destroyed. Sixty towns ate royally from its 
flesh, and then there was enough left for 
sixty more towns to salt down the remainder. 
From one of its eyeballs, three hundred barrels 
of ot! were filled. The Rabbi says he went 
back there after twelve months and they were 
cutting girders from the fish’s skeleton to 
‘rebuild the sixty towns that had been 
destroyed. It was this Rabbi who also told the 
story of the basking fish which I related in a 
recent Chat. He has still one more story of a 
monster fish. He says he was on a ship which 
was sailing with the wind, and for three days 
and three nights they kept between the fins 
of a fish which was swimmmg in the opposite 
‘cirection. Another Rabbi capped this by 
declaring that the ship was sailing so fast that 
it covered 240 mules in the tume it takes to boil 
a kettle of water, even racing an arrow shot 
from a bow. , 


Wuat A Brrp! 


Rabbah kept his eyes open on his voyage, 
for he also says he saw a bird standing in the 
water which reached up to its ankles, while 
its head reached to the sky. They thought the 
water must be shallow and it was safe to bathe 
there, but a Heavenly voice told them not to 
venture into the water, for seven years before 
a carpenter's axe had been dropped there and 
at had not yet reached the bottom. 


In Tue Desert 
Rabbah also relates wonders that occurred 
to him in the desert. He encountered an Arab 
who could tell the way by merely emelling the 
sand, and by the same method was able to

caleulate the exact distance te the next oasis. 
This Arab showed hin the bodies of the 
Israclites who had died in the wilderness. They 
were of giant stature, so that the Arab was 
able to mde under the knee of one of them with 
spear erect. He. took the Rabbi to Mount 
Sinai and also showed him the spot where 
Kerah and his confederates were swallowed 
up. Rabbah relates how he saw two fissures 
emitting smoke. He attached some wool to his 
spear point and inserted it. When he took rt 
out, the wool was singed. And he heard vorces 
saying from the depths: “Moses and lus Torah 
are true. and we are liars.” The Arab likewise 
took him to the spot where earth and heaven 
meet. The Rabbi stood to pray, and put down 
his basket of bread. When he had finished his 
devotions, it was not there.| Someone must 
have stolen it. he concluded. But the Arab 
explained that it was the Heavenly wheel 
revolving and if he waited till the next day 
he would find it again.

It may seem strange to us that such fantastic 
tales should find a place among the serious 
discussions of the Rabbis. But we nvust not 
forget that in the East the story-teller has 
always been a popular figure, and you may stiil 
find hum sitting m the market places of the 
Onent, surrounded by a crowd of eager 
listeners. No doubt, in their moments of 
relaxation, the Rabbis lhked to listen to these 
muaginative tales which rested their munds and 
gave them innocent amusement.
